NEAR DEADLOCK OVER MOROCCO 


France and Germany Refuse to Give Up 
Their Policies and Conference 
May Break Up. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®S.) 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—The best that can be 

said of the Algeciras situation is that private 
negotiations for an understanding between 
Germany and Franoe on the crucial questions 
are really taking place. It is not pretended 
that any result has been reached or that an 
agreement is even probable, but the German 
bayonets have retired much farther in the 
background than a few months ago. 
All doubt must end within a few days, for 
it is not possible that Germany can delay 
much longer a declaration of her real posi- 
tion. It ie recognized that any compromise 
must deal with both the questions of police 
and finance. France remains firm on the 
contention that she is entitled to the chief. 
if not the sole, mandate of maintaining order | 
in Morocco. Germany continues unylelding 
on that point, insisting that France hae no 
special rights outside of the districts border- 
ing on Algeria. 

The complete collapse of the negotiations, 
which is the worst that could happen, would 
leave the matter in the same position as it 
was a month ago. with this difference: An 
outbreak of violence and outrage by Raisuli 
is imminent. He now threatens to kidnap a 
representative of some power at Tangier. 
An incident of this nature may at any mo- 
ment force the hands of the delegates at 
Algeciras. Immediate physical intervention 
then would become imperative and if the 
kaiser ig lucky enough to have a German 
selected as the victim of outrage the oon- 
ference quickly would find iteelf confronted 
with a fait accomplis which would be em- 
barrassing. 

France Will Not Yield.- 

PARIS, Feb. 10.—In government circles it 
ig pointed out France, though desirous of 
reaching a settlement in Morocco, would 
adhere to the status quo than accept the sug- 
gestion of an internationalised police. This 
resumption of the old conditions, though un- 
satisfactory, would be preferable to agree- 
ing to the establishment of 4 force which 
possibly would become a menace to the Al- 
gerian frontier. 

No Progress at Aigeciras. 

ALGECIRAS, Spain, Feb. 10.—The Moroc- 
can conference today dGesultorily dfecussed 
various questione which previously had been 
referred to 2 committees,‘ but no final 
decisions reached. The

of Morocco and the suppression of contra- 
band trale were remitted to the drafting 
committee with instructiong to present them 
to the conference Feb. 18.

Beveridge Father of Scheme. 
It was, therefore, Senator Beveridge who 
first proposed joining Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory. With his accustomed thorough- 


common soil, climate, and general geograph- 
feal conditions, One territory needed the 
other. Neither was complete of itself. 

The people of Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory at first were just as much opposed to 
joint statehood es those of Arizona and New 
Mexico now are. It meant a reduction in 
the number of offices to be placed at the dis- 
posal of aspiring politicians and the local 
prejudices of the people in both of the terri- 
tories were appealed to successfully. 

Today Senator Beveridge's joint stat hood 
idea, for these two territories is accepted 
by the people out there and by everybody in 
congress without regard to party. 

Joint statehood for Arizona and New Mex- 
ico was the pet scheme of Marcus A. Hanna. 
He looked at the matter from a purely polit- 


} joal point of view. He recognized the fact 


that these two territories, possessing a Span- 
ish-American white population,supplemented 
by immigration from Texas and other south- 
ern states, would certainly affiliate them- 
selves with the democratic party. He natur- 
ally, therefore, as the political leader of the 
republican party, believed that from a purely 
partisan standpoint the two territories should 
be united, so as to give that section two 
, senators instead of four, and proportionately 
reduce the democratic strength im the ele- 
toral college. 
Issue National, Not Local. 

When Mark Hanna made this suggestion 
to Senator Beveridge it was not received with 
enthusiasm. The young man from Indiana 
had ideas and he was not ready to dispose 
of so grave a question as statehdod purely on 
partisan grounds. 

But when I began to study the question 
without regard to partisan politics, said 
Senator Beveridge to me today, “I be@ame 
convinced that joint statehood was the proper 
thing for those two territories. We must 
not look at this question from a narrow 
point of view. It is not a local issue and 
never can be. 


and some of their champions in congress for- 
get entirely that the question of statehood 
is one which concerns the union as a whole. 
It must be discussed from a broad national 
standpoint, and nefther local nor partisan 
issues should govern the decision. The peo- 
ple of Indiana or Massachusetts are person- 
ally concerned in the admission of any new 
state and they. really have more to say in 
the matter than the people of Arizona and 
New Mexico. 
Every Stete Is Interested. 

It is for the states of the union now to de- 
termine when, and where, and how they will 
admit new states, and nor for the people of 
the territories to say when, and where, and 
how they will come into the union. I waa not 
in favor of Senator Hanna’s suggestion in 
the first place, and I did not favor it until 
a close study of all the issues, involved, the 
character of the country, the probability of 
increasing population, the likelihood of com- 
mercial, agricultural, and mining resources 
to be developed in the future, and the actual 
value of the new state convinced me that the 
one thing for us to do, taking into conaider- 
ation the interests of the union as a whole, 
was to unite Arisona and New Mexico and 
bring them into the union as a single state.“ 

If the statehood bill is passed by the sen- 
| ate the chances are it will contain some sort 
of provision for a referendum vote by the 
people of Arizona and New Mexico. An 
amendment to that effect was acecpted by 
Senator Beveridge in the last congress. 


SCHOOLS MUST ADMIT NEGROES 


Kansas Supreme Court Denies Right of 
Cities of Second Class to Segre- 
gate Races. 


Topeka, Kaa., Feb. 10.— The atate Supreme 
court today decided that in the absence of a 
statute granting such power, boards of edu- 
cation in cities of the second class have no 
right to separate negro children from whites 
in the public schools. 

The case that. brought forth the decision 
came from Coffeyville, where Bud Cart- 
wright, a negro, demanded that his daughter 
be admitted to the same schoolroom with

It has been the cause of several 
ugly riots and crimes, Mr. Peet said the Chi- 
nese cfiicials show a desire to abate the boy- 
cott aid to Insure peace, but in many in- 
stances they secretly encourage the boycott. 


Chinese Students Insulted. 

Ban Francisco, Cal., Feb. 10.—Charges of 
cruel treatment toward Chinese students 
upon their arrival in this country were made 
this morning before Commissioner Hart 
North by several young Chinese, who main- 
tain that they were treated with indignity. 

Fifteen students in all were examined con- 
cerning the case of a young man named 
Ching. The students are all attending the 
university at Berkeley and made their report 
to Mr. North at the request of Secretary 
Metcalf. 

Shipping Army Supplies. 

Omaha, Neb., Feb. 10.— [Special. ]—Fear- 
ing, it is said, the possibility of an outbreak 
against foreigners in China, orders have been 
received at the quartermaster’s depot in this 
city to rush supplies to the orient with the 
utmost dispatch. A force of men has been at 
work day and night for several days loading 
cars with equipment, clothing, tents, and 
other accouetrments for immediate shipment 
to the Philippines. Several cars already 
have been loaded and started westward. 

Army men in Omaha are reticent, but the 
hasty shipment of supplies la looked upon by 
those who have expressed themselves as evi- 
dence that the United States is.preparing for 
any emergency that may arise in the Chinese 
situation.

It is the means 
taken by the college lads to enforce compli- 
ance with certain rules and regulations de 
signed by themselves for their common bene- 
fit, and the disregard of which is productive 
of unpleasantness for all. It is, in one Word, 
the infliction of college lad justice for the 
failure to comply with certain college ethics, 


Hazing by Mature Men. 

These principles Which prevail at 1 
and also at the universities, ars to be foun 
im force in many regimental ‘messrooms, 
though less here than abroad For, whereas, 
most naval or military officers in this country 
have gone through a course of training, either 
@t Annapolis or at West Point, and have 
been taught there to conform to naval and 
military ethics, there are, for instance, in 
the English army plenty of officers who 
na ve been gazetted to the army without hav- 
ing gone through Sandhurst, or without hav- 
ing enjoyed the benefit of what is known in 
England as a public school training. These 
Are, as a rule, the victims of ragging, which 
ie used by their messmates to instill into 
their minds those notions and principles 
which they should have acquired at school. 
It also happens that a young subaltern, who 
has been brought up, say, at Winchester or 
at Rugby, may be gazetted to a regiment 
where most of the officers are Eton and Har- 

w men, in which case he might possibly 
be ragged for retaining certain mannerisms, 
which, while acceptable at Winchester or at 
Rugby, are regarded as objectionable at 
Eton and Harrow. 

Extreme forms of ragging are occasionally 
adopted in English regiments in order to in- 
duce a fellow officer who has shown himself 
uncongenial and whose presence is regarded 
as detrimental to the prestige and to the 
@martness of the regiment to seek his trans- 
fer to some other corps. Every clubman 
knows how the presence of even one disagree- 
able and objectionable member is enough to 
disturb the comfort and the temper of every 
one else belonging to the club. 


Hazing Will Always Be. 

In the case of regimental life, the conditions 
n this respect are infinitely worse. The 
ommunity of the messroom is much more 
close and necessarily more intimate than 
that of a club. A comrade who does not 
know how to render himself agreeable, or 
to show proper consideration for the preju- 
dices, the views, and the ethics of his fel- 
low officers, is enough to sour the life of 
every other member of the mess, while the 
good name and the prestige of a regiment 
are far more likely to be affected by the 
attitude of one of its officers than thet of a 
club by the behavior of any one of its mem- 
bers. 
To great educational institutions, such as 
the academies of Annapolis and of West 
Point, and to the universities of Harvard, 
Yale, Columbia, Princeton, etc., much the 
same considerations apply as to the English 
regimental messes which I have just been 
discussing. Ragging or hazing, always pro- 
vided that they do not degenerate into black- 
guardism, constitute a time honored insti- 
tution which can never be stamped out, since 
they are indispensable to the preservation 
of that sentiment which alike in school and 
college life, as well as in the army and navy, 
is known and justly valued as esprit de 
corps.

| ROYAL SOCIAL EVENTS OFF, 
. OWING TO DEATH OF KING. 


Britain’s Rulers Forego Court Entertain- 
ments as a Result of the Demise of 
Queen Alexandra’s Father. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.)

LONDON, Feb. 10.—Though court has 

been thrown into mourning by the death of 
the king of Denmark, society hardly was 
prepared for the great reduction which King 
Edward has made in the number of court 
entertainments during the approaching sea+ 
son. As a result there will be no state balls 
at Buckingham palace this year and the 
dance which the king and queen usually 
have given at Windsor castle on Friday in 
Ascot week will not take place. 

It is probable, indeed, that the queen will 
spend race week at Sandringham and that 
the king will entertain a small party at 
Windsor castle. Four courts which are state 
ceremonies will be held by their majesties as 
usual, though it may be necessary t6 post- 
poné them till after Waster. 

One of the greatest disappointments of the 
week is the semi-private launching of Brit- 
ain’s greatest battleship, Dreadnaught, for 
which great preparations had been geing on 
for weeks at Portsmouth at considerable ex- 
pense to the town, but the command came 
from the king that the splendid ceremonial 
arranged for the occasion would be inappro- 
priate in view of thé bereavement sustained 
by the queen in the death of her father. 
Therefore there must be no bands, no decora- 
tions, so in haste were torn down all dedéora- 
tions and triumphal arches which were 
nearly complete. 

Again the curtailment of the Dublin sea- 
son is a great disappointment to Dublin folk. 
The principal events were postponed till next 


| month, and in the interval society over there 


will have to content itself with a few char- 
itable entertainments and one or two private 
parties. 

Truth understands the king will make 
Buckingham palace his headquarters until 
he leaves England for the south of Europe 
at the end of March. The queen, who had 
intended spending the month of April in 
Denmark and Norway, will accompany the 
king on a yachting cruise in the Mediterra- 
nean.

Madrid Will Welcome New Queen with 
Demonstration Greater than When 
King Reached Majority.

MADRID, Feb. 10.—The subject of the com- 
ing royal wedding already is engrossing so- 
ciety and the general public. Projects are on 
foot to give the future queen a colossal re- 
ception on her arrival here. The festivities 
are being arranged on a scale even greater 
than those that marked the coming of age 
of the king. 

The government already is planning the 
official program and is engaging rooms at 
the best hotels for the foreign répresenta- 
tives who will attend.

BOGUS WAR RELICS IN‘DEMAND.: 
Tatler Advises Londoners to Send Mil- 
itary Junk to America as 
Curios.

It has just ini - 
tiated a movement which threatens criminal 
punishment for past frauds, and promises 
a reorganized financial system in the county 
fee offices. 

Its activities are practical and telling, they 
are set forth in frequent bulletins, and the 
mere existence of such a watchdog organi- 
zation has a valuable deterrent influence. 
Mr, Cole’s hint about membership is plain 
enough. The association deserves more ten 
dollar bills. 


DO NOT BE INTIMIDATED. 

The liquor dealers threaten with political 
death every alderman who votes for the 
$1,000 license. It is always easy to make 
threats, but there are occasions where it is 
impossible to carry them out. This is one or 
them. The liquor dealers have not the votes 
with which to defeat an alderman who 
works for the doubling of the saloon license 
in order to iticrease the police force. There 
are a few men who hang around saloons who 
will vote as the saloonkeepers tell them to, 
but it is a matter of utter indifference to the 
great majority of the voters what the views 
of the liquor dealers are about any question. 
The customers of the saloons do not go to 


them to be instructed about policies or can- 


didates but to quench their thirst. 

The customers know that there are not 
enough patrolmen. They know that is one 
great reason why it is unsafe to be out after 
dark. They know that if there were more 
policemen on the streets there would not be 
so many gangs of hoodlums and so many 
holdup men infesting them. If the saloon- 
keeper attempts to say to a customer that 
it is unfair to raise his license to $1,000 the 
almost invariable answer is, “ but we must 
have more policemen and there is no other 
way to get them.” 

An alderman will not lose votes by fight- 
ing crime. He will not become unpopular 
because he favors the enlargement of the 
He will lose votes and popu- 
larity by opposing the only feasible plan for 
the enlargement of the police force so that 
crime may be dealt with more effectively. 
The alderman who wishes to strengthen 
himself with his constituents will not let the 
clamor of the liquor dealers disturb his mind } 
or affect his course but vote that the city 
may be better policed. 

The murders and the attacks on women 
continue. So do burglaries and street rob- 
beries. There is immediate need of the 
more effective protection of life and prop- 
erty which is given by the presence of the 
patrolman on the beat. That is why the 
community is almost a unit for the $1,000 
license. Then why should aldermen be 
afraid of the hostility of the liquor dealers? 
They have f no voters behind them. 


THE MOTHER TONGUE. 

Two directly opposite agencies are at 
work upon the English speech, one exerted 
upon its form, one upon its substance. The 
first is the movement to secure a system 
of spelling which shall more adequately 
represent the sound of words, the second 
is a tendency to adapt the sound of the 
word to the spelling and to reduce idiomatic 
expressions to the dead level of logic. 

The spelling reform movement responds 
to an almost universal feeling that the 
spelling of English is needlessly cumber- 
some, that it makes the way of the child 
and the foreigner too hard, and that it 
causes a waste of time. Yet the feeling is 
held back from any great effectiveness by 
the coexistent conservatism of the educated 
mind. The power of youthful memories is 
such that the sight of a word spelled differ- 
ently from thé way one has been accus- 
tomed to from childhood is a distinct shock. 
The movement is extensive but not strong. 
Indeed it seems now to be on the decline, 
‘practically, however many theoretical ad- 
herents it may have gained. The British 
reading public have not taken kindly te it, 
and the better American publishing houses 
have dropped many of the reformed spell- 
ings which have for years distinguished 
American usage. There is a stronger reali- 
gation of the unity of the reading world. 

On the other hand, the pronunciation of 
English words in America is drifting 
farther from the traditional standard. The 
large number of immigrants from Kuropean 
countries is partly responsible for this, but 
the ultimate responsibility rests upon the 
schools. If a large number of teachers come 
from homes where English correctly spoken 
is not the home language, and if their vo- 


_cabulary has been gained largely from read- 


ing, without any consciousness of the pit- 
falls that lurk for them when they trans- 
mute the visible sign into the audible word, 
it is also true that the inheritors of English 


speech too often distrust the authority of 


their own knowledge, when challenged. 
Tennyson speaks of this strange abdication 
of memory at the moment when it should 
assert its sovereignty:

ADVICE TO AUTOMOBILE CLUBS: 

The Horseless Age is a publication de- 
voted to the interests of the automobile in- 
dustry. It sympathizes with automobilists, 
but is not blind to the lawless acts of which 
some of them are guilty. It admits that 
“there is a great deal of unlawful and un- 
justifiable speeding going on in the public 
highways.” To that, and not to “an out- 
break of rural fanaticism,” & ascribes the 
attempts to force more restrictive legislation 
on automobilists. 

The automobile clubs, says the Horseless 
Age, have passed many resolutions declar- 
ing themselves opposed to fast and reckless 
driving, but “have done absolutely nothing 
‘to give practical effect to them.” That is 
certainly true of Chicago, and probably of 
other parts of the country. It ought to 
have been apparent to conservative motor- 
ists from the beginning that the reckless 
chauffeurs were their worst enemies and 
that their acts, if continued, would bring 
odium upon all. Nevertheless, when regu- 
lations have been put in force to protect 
the public against dangerous motormen and 
to facilitate their arrest and punishment, 
the conservatives in Chicago have made 
common cause with the lawbreakers against 
the regulations. The provision for the num- 
bering of automobiles so that the men who 
ran over and killed or maimed pedestrians 
might be more easily identified was fought 
with great bitterness by all the automo- 
bilists. 

The Horselees Age gives some advice to 
the conservative, cautious drivers. It is 
that they ostracise habitual scorchers by ex- 
pelling them from clubs, that they bring 
particularly flagrant violations to the notice 
of the police, and that in most court cases 
for speed violations they request an imposi- 
tion of the maximum penalty rather than an 
acquittal. . This is good advice. Why can- 
not the conservative chauffeurs of Chicago 
act on it and proclaim war on the law- 
breaking chauffeurs, of whom there are so 
many? The police and the pedestrians would 
be thankful. — 

The Horseless Age says The law re- 
quires slowing down at corners and in meet- 
ing traffic, bit many drivers neglect this, to 
their own danger as well as to that of other 
road users, and it is particularly this taking 
of corners at full speed which is most dan- 
gerous to all users of the road.” ‘The rapid 
turning of corners, often without a note of 
warning, is a vice to which many Chicago 
chauffeurs are addicted. It has been the 
cause of numerous accidents. Until those 
accidents cease and all drivers learn to re- 
spect the rights of pedestrians the public will 
continue to call for more stringent regula- 
tions and the imposition of more severe pen- 
alties. 

The war on the reckless chauffeur will be 
kept up until he is suppressed. It is for the 
law abiding automobilists to decide whether 
they will take part in the work of suppres- 
sion or continue to protest against regula- 
tions which are necessary for the protection 


of the public. 


PAUL LAURENCE, “DUNBAR. 

In the death of Paul Laurence Dunbar 
the country has lost one of the best of its 
minor poets and the African race in Amer- 
ica. has lost one of its foremost representa- 
tives. In spite of the fact that the names 
of Dumas in France and Pushkin in Russia 
are estimated without any reference to their 
color, in the United States it often happens 
that an unnecessary allowance is made in 
judging the literary productions of men of 
negro blood. They are treated as a class 
apart and estimated according to their stand 
in that class. Astonishment is expressed 
that they show any ability and their work 
is overpraised in comparison with the work 
of other writers of English. There is no 
need of any such allowance in appreciating 
the poems of Dunbar. He ranks with other 
singers of the people, with Riley, Ben King, 
B. F. Taylor, the John Hay of the Pike 
county ballads, and other poets who have 
sung of the humble life, now in dialect, now 
in more ornate language. 

Difference of color makes little difference 
with the feelings of the heart. One of the 
peculiar phenomena of American life is the 
pleasure which white people have taken in 
singing songs whose words and sentiments 
indicate that they are supposed to be sung 
by negroes, slave or free. Few songs are 
so near to the hearts of Americans as 
„Way Down Upon the Suwanee River” 
and other of Foster's melodies. “ Dixie” 
became the battle song of the south and is 
now secure among the national airs. The 
ragtime songs and other “ coon songs are 
immensely popular. Yet almost all these 
songs were written by white people. The 
hymns of the jabilee singers are almost the 
only genuine negro melodies to be widely 
known, and those of Mr. Dunbar which rep- 
resent the life and emotions of his race are 
almost the only ones which give an inside 
view rather than the imaginings of an out- 
sider. It shows the universal quality of 
these emotions, as already said, that these 
poems are appreciated by all, regardless of 
color. 

With an honorable place among Amer- 
ican poets Mr. Dunbar had an altogether 
exceptional place among writers of color. 
He stood first among them in poetic gifts 
quite as much as Booker T. Washington 
stands first as organizer and orator. His 
genius began to manifest itself at an early 
age and while white friends had much to do 
with his winning the notice of the public, 
his success was due to natural gifts, to 
his faithfulness to his ideals, and to the 
sympathy and encouragement he found in 
his mother. Her name is preserved in one 
‘of the sweetest of his songs, When Ma- 
lindy Sings.“ His career is an inspiration 
to poor boys of any color who have the for- 
tune to be Americans.

Before long it will be pos- 
sible to reach that district from the south 
side for one fare, as it is possible now from 
the west and north sides.

Chicago is to be congratulated upon this 
expansion of the business district more than 
it would: be upon the addition of, many 
square miles of outlying territory.

LITERATURE LONG DRAWN OUT. 

Most of our fads, like most of our fash- 
jons, come from Paris, and this lends inter- 
est to a new movement in literature in that 
gay metropolis. The leading women writers 
of France, upon the suggestion of a large 
publishing house, have voted upon the best 
book of the year and with surprising una- 
nimity have given their suffrages to a novel 
by one Romain Rolland, a musician, dram- 
atist, romancer, and lecturer at the Sar 
bonne, in which he has carried his hero 
through three volumes—* Dawn,“ Morn- 
ing,“ and “ Youth.” At the close of the 
third volume the hero is left on the thres- 
hold of Young Manhood,” and before he 
finishes his long career he is yet to appear 
in “Manhood” and “Old Age,” and 
“Death.” As each volume has 250 pages 
or more, the life of the hero will occupy a 
novel of nearly 1,800 pages. It will not 
be much longer than some of the old fash- 
joned drearinesses of Richardson and Birney 
and not nearly so long as some Chinese 
novels and dramas or the books of Con- 
fucius and other ethical Chinese writers. 
It is not so comprehensive in its scheme as 
Balzac’s “ Comédie Humaine,” but it differs 
from that, for the Comédie Humaine” 
includes a variety of stories with different 
heroes and heroines for each, illustrating all 
phases of life, while Rolland’s long winded 
production is the life of one person. 

It is long enough, however, for all prac- 
tical purposes and it is interesting from the 
possibility that it may set a fashion in liter- 
ature. It may be that the present short 
story is doomed as well as the present day 
historical and problem one volume novels, 
molded and baked in a month or two, and 
that long incursions instead of short dashes 
into the field of pure literature will shortly 
be in order. If the representative women 
writers of France have set the seal of their 
approval upon a seven volume novel there 
is no telling how soon the representative 


| women writers of this country will not only 


approve but imitate and the men will be 
likely to follow. 

In some ways the innovation might prove 
of value. Of course there are some writers 
barely tolerable in a one volume novel who 
would be exasperating in a seven volume 
one. But to write a seven volume novel 
will require seven times as much time and 
effort as to write a one volume novel of 
average length. It will also require seven 
times as much time to read it. But if the 
literature is fine and esthetic, elegantly and 
leisurely done, will it not be more enjoyable 
to sit down to such a literary feast than to 
be forced to run to the library every week 
or so for the next new thriller? If “ art is 
long why should not literature be long, 
provided only it be fine literature? Who 
would not today prefer a seven volume 
novel of Dickens, Thackeray, or Victor 
Hugo to seventy or 700 of the mushrooms 
which spring up in one night on the pub- 
lishers’ counters, and impair, if not ruin, the 
literary digestion? 


IS LIFE STILL BEING CREATED? 

There is perhaps no question an authori- 
tative answer to which would interest more 
people, learned and unlearned, than the old 
‘question as to whence came the living be- 
ings on the earth, and especially the hu- 
man beings. The belief once held uni- 
versally was that every species was the re- 
sult of a special act of creation by super- 
natural agency. Darwin thought that “ all 
the organic beings that have ever lived on 
this earth may be descended from some one 
primordial form.” Dr. H. Charlton Bas- 
tian, in an article in The World Today, 
combines something from each of these 
theories with ideas of his own and pro- 
duces an interesting hypothesis. He be- 
lieves living creatures are constantly going 
through a process of evolution, but he de- 
nies they are all descended from one pri- 
mordial form. He thinks they are descended 
from many forms and that the creation of 
new forms— archebiosis,” he calls it—is 
still going on around us all the time. 

No one ever saw a new plant or a new 
animal created. The reason is, Dr. Bastian 
explains, that living matter can only origi- 
nate from primeval elements in a fluid or 
semi-fluid medium and that the initial com- 
binations would be invisible to the observer 
even if aided by the most powerful micro- 
scope. Whence come the teeming multi- 
tudes of lower organisms—bacteria, torule, 
monads, amcebee, ciliated infusoria? The 
Darwinian would answer that they are de- 
generates from higher forms or that they 
are low forms which, from some peculiarity 


changed for thousands of years. Dr. Bae- 
tian answers that they are a few of the 
many recent creations. In every geological 
formation appear animals and plants un- 
known to earlier formations. The Dar- 
winian explains that they have all de- 
scended and been evolved from creatures 
found in the earlier formations. Dr. Bas- 
tian maintains that they “have been the 
immediate products of everacting material 
properties and natural laws.” 

The World Today asked President Jor- 
dan of Leland Stanford university, Prof, 
Jacob Reighard of the University of Mich- 
igan, Prof. Albert P. Mathews of the Uni- 
yersity of Chicago, and Prof. Edwin B. 
Wilson of Columbia if they thought there 
was any probability that living matter is 
now being formed by nature and their 
answers are published with Dr. Bastian’s 
article. While none of these eminent scien-

CHICAGO’S THRIFTY WAGE EARNERS. 

The material prosperity in which Chi- 
cago rejoices is not confined to employers 
and ‘large capitalists. It extends to all 
classes of wage earners. Never did so small 
a proportion of the city’s people find it hard 
to get work. Never was the average wage 
paid so high. 

The periodical reports of local savings 
banks show that Chicago wage earners are 
keeping a goodly share of their wages. The 
total savings deposits reported by the state 
banks of this city in response to the call 
of the auditor of public accounts in Jan- 
uary, 1905, was $128,451,481. The total 
reported in response to the call in January, 
1906, was $146,991,357. There was an in- 
crease in savings accounts during the year 
of $18,539,876, or about 15 percent. This 
shows commendable thrift on the part of 
Chicago wage earners. And, of course, the 
cash they put into the banks is not all of 
their year’s savings. Many of them bought 
or made payments on their homes and put 
money into other investments. 

The choice of investments for their sav- 
ings has always been a hard problem for 
wage earners. Its difficulty has been in- 
creased recently by scandals which have 
made clear the extreme unprofitableness of 
the so-called participating life insurance 
which has absorbed so many millions in 
small amounts within the last twenty years. 
Experience seems to prove conclusively that, 
generally speaking, the best place to put and 
keep savings isin the savings bank. It sel- 
dom offers more than 8 percent interest, but 
good laws and good banking methods make 
it practically certain that the interest will 
be promptly paid and that the principal] will 
not be lost, which is more than can be said 
for any other investment that is open to all 
people of small means. 

The state banks of Chicago disbursed 
about $2,000,000 on the occasion of the 
semi-annual payment of interest on savings 
deposits in January. It is far better for the 
wage workers of Chicago to put their money 
where they are sure it will be safe and will 
earn them that much or more every six 
months than it would be for them to put it 
into risky enterprises whose promoters hold 
out dazzling promises of big gains. The 
bigger the gains promoters promise the 
more likely those who yield to their blandish- 
ments are not only to get no dividends but 
to lose their principal.

_ BT no man take it, however, that this 
statement itivolves the opposite, how 
easily shall they that have nothing 
enter in. The people who have lived 
pulseless lives are apt to point to their 
poverty as the proof of their piety. But 
righteousness is — a matter of riches 
nor of raga. The Great Teacher glorifies 
neither. The qualifications for citizenship 
in his kingdom strike deeper than that. 

His words have nothing to do with the 
bitter envy of the demagogue who denounces 
those who have earned that for which he 
would not labor. He measures men not by 
that they have but by that they are. He 
‘looks through both the fine linen and the 
tattered rags to the man. Money interests 
him only as it affects character. The ques- 
tion of riches and poverty is not a matter of 
housing and eating, but what a man does 
for himself and his world with that which he 


hae. 

Riches of themselves do not bar a man 
from heaven; but they full often eat into 
bis heart, become of absorbing interest, and 
so effectually and forever blind the inner 
vision to the best things. It is not that 
heaven has shut its gates, but that the love 
of money, the selfishness, born of cupidity, 
has paralyzed those spiritual senses by which 
he might have found his way therein. 

The possession of wealth is not a sin; to 
some it has come almost without effort, even 
against their wills; but it does constitute 
one of the most severe tests that can be set 
before a soul. It increases the diuiculties 
of the right life, because it enlarges so great- 
ly the responsibilities. The greater the 
wealth the greater the trust laid upon a man 
as the steward of the produce of the earth. 

The principle holds of all possessions; all 
are tests of character. A man can love gold 
just as ardently when he has but a grain as 
when he has possessions beyond computa- 
tion. A single dollar, laid on the heart, can 
shut out the light of heaven as effectually 
as can a million. The relation between 
riches and righteousness ig not determined 
by the balance in the bank, but by the bal- 
ance that a man succeeds In maintaining in 
his heart between his own interests and the 
e ee which possession places upon 

m 

Money makes men as well as unmakes them. 
The burdens, the tests, the responsibilities 
it entails, the temptations it presents, all 
form part of life’s great lesson. Out of the 
struggle between self and the service we owe 
the world, out of the keen fighting against 
covetousness, and the battle against the de- 
basing tendencies of the love for gold and the 
greed for gain arise the giants—or fall the 
lost souls. 

The rich young ruler came to Jesus and 
faced his test; the demand that he should 
sell all and give to the poor simply put his 
heart on trial; it set before him the great 
choices; it decided as to the things which 
he held first To him the possession of things 
was more than the possibilities of using them 
in service; before the great test he fell. 

It is just as easy and often fully as danger- 
ous to set your heart on the gold you haven't 
got as it is to fall into the snare of the 
miser. Everything depends on the place you 
give to riches in your life. One man seeks 
them as a prize to be won and enjoyed for 
his own gratification, his own glory and fame; 
another seeks them only as larger avenues 
to usefulness, and to him riches come as 
tools, as servants, as possibilities of making 
his life count for more. 

Some men die with their houses full of 
tools unused; they have made the fatal mis- 
take of setting their hearts on the tools in- 
stead of on the work. Others come to their 
accounting possessing as many tools, but 
all of them shining from haru use, and count- 
ing as their treasures not the tools but the 
things produced, the good accomplished. 
Wealth is for work and the work is for the 
making of theman. They enter the kingdom 
who ere kingly, whether they learned the 
royal lesson and acquired the heavenly char- 
acter through the school of poverty or that 
of riches.

It is the mission of the priest to emphasize one of these aspects; 
it is the business of the naturalist to emphasize the other; it is the desire 
of the philosopher to realize the element of truth in both departments, 
to grasp truth in its breadth and comprehensiveness; while it is the 
duty of the religious man to apply the truths, so recognized, in the 
conduct of practical life. 

But the task of the unifier is not ah easy one; it is not to be sup- 
posed that every exuberant utterance of the mystic is true, that every 
balanced limitation of the naturalist is true, and that it only remains 
to understand ahd accept both. His task is much harder than that: he 
has to exercise discrimination, to scrutinize and weigh carefully, not 
letting himself be overpersuaded by the enthusiast on either side, 
and so gradually to evolve for himself a system of thought which is as 
true and helpful as may be possible to a being in his present state of 
development. ‘This is a task which lies before us all, and this is the 
task upon which the great prophets of humanity, each in his day and 
generation, have been engaged. This work absorbs the attention of 
many leading Christian theologians at the present time—men who 
exhibit welcome breadth of knowledge and are imbued with scientific 


method. 
As to the correspondence of the spiritual and material, the whole 


_ doctrine of “ incarnation” exhibits an idea of interaction between them. 


Just as man has at least a dual nature—the material organism and 
the dominant mind—so it was felt must God be thought of as interact- 
ing directly with this material scheme, and must be supposed incarnated 
or clothed with a material body, subject to growth, disintegration, and 
death, like our own. An extraordinary and bold conception, manifestly 
symbolic or pictorial of something, not literal nor reducible to any 
simple formula, it nevertheless involves that great truth, the kinship 
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which, combined with the linking together of all parts of the earth by 
a network of telegraphic communications, put it in the power of even 
the poor to read daily the news of the world and for a few dollars-to 
own a library of classical works. Of scarcely less educational influence 
upon the public mind are the new methods of photography and mechan- 
ical reproduction by which pictures of current events and the portraits 
of those who are making current history, and also copies of the world’s 
masterpieces of painting and sculpture are widely disseminated with the 
cheap newspapers and magazines. 

Golden will be the days when through a reform of our higher edu- 
cation every man will have been from his earliest years under the stim- 
ulating power of a personal training in praetical elementary science, all 
his natural powers being brought to a state of high efficiency and his 
mind actively proving all things under the vivifying influence of free- 
dom of opinion. Throughout life he will be on the best terms with 
nature, living a longer and a fuller life under her protecting care, and 
through the further disclosures of herself, rising successively to higher 
levels of being and of knowledge. 

The importance to every, man of a practical acquaintance with ele- 
mentary science is obvious. «We live, move, and have our being in 
nature; we cannot emigrate from it for we are part of it. Yet men who 
in other directions are well informed do not hear her most imperative

Marriage is undeniably a matter of the greatest importance to all 
who undertake it; a step which counts for as much, if not more, than 
any other upon the pathway of life.

Nevertheless, for many reasons, it is of importance that both men 
and women should marry, provided, always, that they exercise common 
sense atid discretion in so doing.

And such an institution, in the persons of 
its rulers and subjects, professes to accept the Christian religion, which 
proclaims complete equality and freedom amongst men, recognizes one 
law of God as higher than all other laws—a religion which not only re- 
pudiates all coercion, all retribution, executions, and wars, but also en- 
joins love to one’s enemies; which extols not power and wealth but 
meekness and poverty—such an institution in the persons of its heathen 
rulers accepted this Christian religion not in its true sense, but in that 
distorted form according to which the pagan organization of life con- 
tinues to be possible. 

Both the rulers and their counselors in most cases completely fail to

between spirit and matter. Any divine revelation, to reach us, must 
have a bodily form to be accessible. So must a ghost or vision. How- 
ever objectively unreal it may be, it must appear in the likeness of 
man and will usually wear garments such as we have been used to 
associating with human beings. It must appear in material accessories 
or not at all. That is the essense of revelation, and even in the most 
sublimated case, even were no outward form or voice subjectively 
constructed, yet something in the brain must be affected, else there 
would be neither speech nor language, nor any definite impression, not 
even the vanishing impression of a dream. 

But the materializing tendency of the human race has gone further. 
Given the incarnation of a divine spirit in ‘a mortal frame, they have 
not been content without asking how that body was produced and what 
ultimately becomes of it. The result is stories of abnormal births and 
of bodily resurrection. 

We are supposed to be spirits endowed with immortality, as taught 
by the ancients, but we all have bodies—the apparently necessary 
medium of manifestation. What becomes of them? 

Socrates was content to suppose that the body remained behind, 
sloughed off, and was restored to the elements of this material world. 
But the early Christians were not content to thus lose their material 
part. A vein of materialism ran through their Christianity. They 
were pleased to believe that their bodies were only temporarily dis- 
carded and that they would ultimately rise and rejoin their divorced 
spirits at the sound of some future signal—a grotesque idea which, 
strange to say, still survives in the thoughts of unimaginative persons 
and in some portions of their liturgy. 

And so, throughout, it will be found that Christianity has a defi- 
nitely materialistic side, and it becomes a question for us what is to be 


ltivated. 


with the natural forces and powers to which their lives are subjected. 
Two faculties of the mind which it is of the highest importance, 
especially in early youth, to enlarge and develop by exercise, are won- 
ders and imagination, Under the ordinary premature language teach- 
ing even the wonder and imagination natural to young minds become so 
stunted in their growth as to remain more or less dormant throughout 
life. On the other hand, natural science brings them into full activity 
and greatly stimulates their development. Nature's fairy tales, as read 
through the microscope, the telescope, and the spectroscope, or spelt 
out to us from the blue by waves of ether, are among the most power- 
ful of the existing causes of wonder in its noblest form; when free from 
terror it becomes the minister of delight and of mental stimulation. 
And surely the master creations of poetry, music, sculpture, and 
painting, alike in mystery and grandeur, cannot surpass the natural 
spies of the heavens above and of the earth beneath in their power of 
firing the imagination, which, indeed, has taken its most daring and en- 
during flights: under the earlier and simpler conditions of human life 
when men lived in closer contact with nature and in greater quiet, free 
‘from the deadening rush of modern society. Of supreme value is the 
exercise of the imagination, that lofty faculty of creating and weaving 
imagery in the mind, and of giving subjective reality to its own crea- 
tions, which is the source of the initial impulses to human progress and 
development, of all inspiration in the arts and of discovery in science.

Last week's market was productive of sev- 
eral unusually interesting developments.

Puts Things Down in Notebook. 


Column upon column end volume upon 
volume have been written about the wizard 
and laboratory and shops. He is authcrity 
on every scientific subject from perpetual 
moticn to communicating with the Martiana, 
but few know what an important part in his 


‘success has been played by a series of be- 


grimed notebooks in which he has long been 
went to set down such memoranda as would 
naturally be worth while” to an inventor. 

The mcst venerable of the notebooks which 
Mr. Edison hes preserved dates back to that 
comparatively remote time when he was per- 
fecing his fourth consequential invention, 
duplex telegraphy. This same bock contains 
plans for the construction of an apparatus 
for recording votes—not the voting machina, 
but its predecessor—end these notes were 
recorded in 1800. 

In these books there are found few eu- 
dences cf hasty or careless @riting. The 
entrics were carefully made and the now dirty 
and time worn little volumes show no 
erasures. As most habits will, the notebook 
habit grew upen the inventor, and as it grew 
hig entries became more concise as well as

In lawsuits aft- 
erward occurring these notebooks have been 
found rella ble witnesses. in more cases than 
one paying amply for their keep.“ 

Mr. Edison has a paiatiel home at West 
Orange, N. J., a short distance from New 
York. His hrary: contains in rourd num- 
bers 40,000 volumes—not counting his note- 
books. or “notion books,” as he calls them. 
But the elegance of his residence pales be- 
fore the superiority of his laboratory. which 
{g noi sO remarkable, for be probably spends 
more time in the latter than in the former. 
And were it not that the date falls on Sun- 
day be would doubtless spend the greater part 
of hie sixtieth birthday in the laboratory, or,

Demands Varied Talentag

D who makes something with his 

hands, or by employing the bands

manufacturer, commercially consid- 
ered, is one who employs labor for the mak- 
ing of commodities out of raw or crude ma- 
terial, or from material in more advanced 
Mages. producing a more er less Onished 
product. 

The successful managing manufacturer or 
working head of a concern is a business man, 
who, in conjunction with his knowledge of 
business and his trade training, understands 
the practice, if not the detail, of manufac- 
turing. 

The manufacturer is preéminently a com- 
posite man. porsessing a cual ability, that of 
business management and the mastery of 
mechanics or a direct familiarity with the 
process of sa e r 


b Differs from » 

The manufacturer is distinet from the mer- 
chant.. or purely business man. in that be 
both makes and sells. The exclusively mer- 
cantile or business man sells withbcut making. 
The successful merchant must know bew to 
buy and how to sell. to buy at a price su- 
cientiy below the selling point to produce 
@ profit. The manufacturer goes further 
than this. He must know how to buy ma- 
terial. and. second. make something from the 
material: and. third. sell the finished produc- 


‘tion at a profitable price above all costs, 


The successful manufacturer, then, is 
more than a business man. for he combines 
with bis buying and selling knowledge of the 
metheds of preduction. Like the dust: 
man, he must be proficient in organization 
and able in management; otherwise he cen- 
not profitably hendle his employés, upon 
whom he ie dependent. True, a large mand 
faciurer is not, and ehould got be, his own 
superintendent or foreman, nor does he work 
at the bench; but if he is a prenocunced euc- 
cese he probably has eit her come up from he 
shop or has otherwise mastered every mate- 
rial detail of manafacturing. He knows how

Our modern commercial bouees spend a 
great deal of time and energy in looking up 
claims and errors in dealing With customers. 
They will spend days ard even weeks in ad- 
jutting accounts to correct an error of only 
a few cents, and consider tt good business 
judgment. In almost every frm of any mag- 
nitude at all there fs mainiained a depart- 
ment of greater or less size, depending, of 
course, upon the volume of business done, 
which looks after nothing but the claims of 
customers. Many eof the claims which are 
investigated entall a cost a hundred times 
more than the amount involved, yet they 
are gone into with careful scrutiny, and are 
not allowed to rest until a satisfactory ad- 
justment has been made. It is aot alone the 
amount involved which the company cares 
about, but the business principle.

Checks Theft and . 

But w. ners the stock books fall to serve the 
full purpose of the inventory, is appreciable 
for a good many causes. 

In the fitst’ place there may be dishonesty 
and carelessness in the sales departments of 
the house or in some cof the intervening per- 
sonages handling goods between stockrooms 
and counters, The stockkeeper himself can- 
not make even a guess at this possibility. 
He delivers the goods and checks the sales, 
and shows the stock balances—and’ quits. 
It is not until the laventory has been made 
and its showing compared with the totals of 
the head stockkeeper’s office that careless- 
ness and pétty thefts.are suggested. 

In a department store doing a business 
of $1,000,000, a month this possible differ- 
ence between stockkeepers’ totals and in- 
ventory: figures could not “exceed the half 
of 1 per gent of the stock values without 
exciting comment. Such a’ difference as 1 
per ceit, month after month, would be suffi- 
cient to put those departments showing it 
under suspicion and espionage, In this con- 
dition of affairs the accurate stockkeeper is 
able to free himself of suspicion, for the rea- 
son that he has hig orders for all disposition 
of stock and he hag his sales tickets as ren- 
dered by the sales departments. Each day 
his book of stocks will have balanced to a 
cent. . 

Less by e en Revealed. 

But if even carélessness an crookedness 
have been eliminated in the matter the in- 
ventory, may show a wide divergence be- 
cause of the deterioration of certain goods 
in stock, due not only to a shump in cost 
pricés, but. to lack of demand for them and 
to physical imperfections in the stock itself. 
These will have been wholly outside the 
knowledge or responsibility of the stockkeep- 
er and it is because of this fact that an fh- 
ventory, piece by piece, becomes most neces- 
sary in a well conducted business. In al- 
most any line of stock an inventory may 
show an Increased value in some things, just 
as it is more likely to Show a decrease in oth- 
ers. It is to get at this actual value of the 
actual goods in stock that the careful inven- 
tory always must supplement. the. best kept 
books of stock thet can be devised. ; 

How the stockkeeper balances his books 
is interesting. . The stock which he holds in 

the stockroom and the stock which has gone 
out for the retail counters is listed in gen- 
eral columns in bulk. The sales tickets re- 
turned are taken up in detail and entered 
under separate headings, the stock price 
being used rather. than the selling price. 
When these columns of sales are footed, 
showing that the sums total balance with 
the general figures for the stock issued, the 
stockkeeper ae that 75 work is correct. 


Where n Is vital. 


Nothing ifustrates thig necessity. for stock- . 


keeping better than some Man

Boss Works Early and Late. 

The superintendent comes to work with 
the rest of the employés. Sometimes he is 
at the store before them. He invariably 
leaves later in the evening, for the discords 
of the day often cannot, be settled until the 
store is cleared of customers. 

In most stores the superintendent person- 
ally considers applicants for positions, and 
in such places thls is the first work of the 
day with him. In a fush season he is often 
greeted by a line of applicants hundreds long 
waiting to see him upon his arrival. The 
manner in which these hundreds are re- 
ceived, listened to, and disposed of one way 
or the other is a revelation to persons who 
have ideas concerning the careful selection 
of help. The superintendent acts in seconds. 
He has to, or get swamped. Yet he does 
not hurry. Other men hurry. The super- 
intendent directs. 

An applicant states his or her qualifica- 
tions, in person or on an applicatian blank, 
Thé superintendent listens or reads, and 
while he is thus engaged he watches the per- 
son under considerations His mind is made 
up long before the applicant is through talk- 
ing. Then it is a case of either out into 
the fresh alr again, or a place on the pay 
roll of the store. The applicants are 80 
many pleces of mechanism to the superin- 
tendent. He knows them as the skilled sorter 
of metals knows the good piece from the 
bad.» He knows just what kind of pieces of 
mechanism he needs each morning., If such 
pieces appear before him he recognizes them 
and engages them with the same deft action 
ag. the metal sorter accepts the good.

Morning Inspection Rapidly Made. 

The hour of receiving applicants is sudden- 
ly over, and those who have not éntered the 
portals of the superintendent’s office are 
told to return on the morrow. The superin- 
tendent has a large space of floor to look over 
and his time is about equally divided be- 
tween the various departments and his own 
office. 

After having disposed of applicants and 
other routine business which cannot wait, 
the superintendent begins his morning in- 
spection of the store. In company with an 
assistant, or a private secretary, he begins 
a round of department after department. 
This is his method of keeping in direct touch 
with the store and its workers, besides in- 


specting every department in the literal sense 


of the word. As he walks he looks and 
talks. Department managers, floor mana- 
gers, and floor walkers’ come to him and 
talk to him. He nods, shakes his head, and 
goes on, and a question of the day's busi- 
ness has been decided: Sometimes he stops 
and talks for minutes at a time with some

Knows All the 4,000 Workers. 


Not only does he know all about the de- 
partments, but all about the people who 
work in them. By a system of dally ro- 
ports he knows exactly what each of his 
4,000 employés does each day. He is in di- 
rect touch with: every cog in the big ma- 
chine. The discipline which he maintains 
in his establishment could be maintained in 
no other way. But with such a system in 
force the maintaining of discipline is no really 
complex task, 

For instance, Minnie Ribbons gets up feel- 
ing lazy and cross some morning. Minnie ris 
a saleswoman in the ribbon department and 
a popular belle in her section of the city. 
She has been to a dancé given by the Sham- 
rock Pleasure and Athletic club on the-night 
before, and this morning she feels sleepy. 


She refuses to hurry with her toilet and her 


breakfast, although she knows that it is 
past ithe time when she usually leaves for

Time Card System. 

Minnie, in common with the other 4,000 
employés, carries a time card. The card is 
punched upon her arrival at the store and 
upon her departure.

Instead of punching 
her card in the accustomed place the time- 
keeper pupches it in a white space in the 
martin which indicates that the person bear- 
ing it is late for the second time.

Tee Busy for Call Downs.” 


The superintendent does not call down 
his help. It takes time and energy to “ call 
down,”’ people. Besides it begets turmoil, 
and there is no room for turmoil in a place 
where 4,000 people must work smoothly in 
order to conduct a business properly. The 
iron hand never is exhibited, nor is the loud 


‘voice, but the grip of fine, flexible, unbreak- 


able, Harveyized steel is there all the time, 
and no employé goes far astray without feel- 
ing it tighten. 

Even unto the small articles that are found 
in the sweepings does the hand of the su- 
perintendent extend. Each day the head 
porter brings to his office the articles that 
are found, and the superintendent calls the 
managers of the departments to which the 
goods belong. When they appear the articles 
are arranged in order on a table. 

Here, Burns, you're in the hardware, 
aren't you?!“ he says to a dark haired young 
man, These screw drivers were found in 
the sweepings this morning. Are they old 
ones?“ 

Burns instantly replies that they are not. 
“Well, get after your people, then. This 
has happened before. Bronson, these combs 
were found in the sweepings this morning. 
Are they old ones? Well; new combs don’t 
belong in the sweepings.“ And so it goes 
on for an hour. There never is any anger 
in the superintendent's words, never any in- 


criminations. There is only one thing—a 
‘plain, unvarnished statement of the facts. 


After this has been made there is no need 
for anything else. The man to whom it has 
Leen made understands what it means. There 
never is a repetition nor js there any ne- 
cessity for one. ' 


HEN a young man has made up his 
mind to become a dentist and has 
completed his three years’ coursein 
a dental school he emerges from it 
25 years old, with his diploma and 

great expectations. 

But as a professional man in embryo this 
young dentist will have a handicap ingthe 
competitive race that is out of proportion to 
young men in many other lines. Out of the 
nature of the dentist’s work his patient ie 
disposed to remain away as long as possible 
from the drill dnd forceps. He dreads 
the ordeal of the dentist’s chair. . He has 
no such prompting to immediate and full 
treatment of the ills of the teeth as he has 
for the treatment at the hands of the physi- 
cian or the surgeon. Even were his troubles 
those that seemed to demand the services of 
an attorney he would not be disposed to put 
off cogégulting the legal specialist. But in 
the main both the young and the older den- 
tist has to wait for necessity to move the 


@ patient to the operating chair. 


In this.situation the dentist has an espe- 
clal handicap as compared with the young 
physician and the young surgeon. A person 
may be seized with a violent iliness in the 
street and go or be taken to the nearest doc- 
tor’s office regardless of who the doctor is. 
Or he may fall and break a leg, or be run 
over in a jam in traffic and be bundled into 
the surgeon’s office, glad of the opportunity 
for treatment at the hands of the least ex- 


perienced of surgeons. 


* * 
No Torture, No Patients. 

But no matter how prominently the sign 
of the young dentist may be displayed in his 
window overlooking two street intersections, 
the chances are that the person coming into 
it without some previous knowledge or im- 
pression of the dentist will be driven. there 
only by the tortures of the toothache. For 
this the young dentist may be called upon for 
a mere temporary treatment of the painful 
cavity, perhaps leaving the sufferer later 
to go to some known and preferred dentist, 
who. will execute the filling or put on the 
crown. 

Yet all this should not be taken as serious 
discouragement by the young man who 
means to build himself a business in an un- 
known large city. The man who is stricken 
in the street and has to be taken to the 
physician’s office is not likely to appear 


there again unless something in the treat- 


ment he receives shall be such as to call him 
back. And so far as treatment and skill and 
sympathy may make friends for the physi- 
cian and surgeon, the same qualities and 
qualifications will make patients for the den- 
tist. Perhaps a person generally will be in- 
clined to exact less of his dentist than of his 
physician. 

Before the young dentist can be ready for 
his first: patient, however, he will need to 
be established in his office with the requisites 
which modern dentistry imposes. These re- 
quisites probably will cost more than will 
the requisites of the young doctor, whose 
sign may be in the front window of the flat 
in which he lives.

Choice of Location Important. 

Where his office shall be established is a 
second question on which the beginner will 
need spend a good deal of thought and fore- 
sight. His practice in the end is to de a 
thing of steady’ growth if it ever is to be 
anything at all. To become a growth, some- 
thing must be done at a first planting. 
Where shall he begin to plant? 

Ordinarily the young dentist in the great 
clty will find his first place in some resi- 
dence district where he may seem to have 
the greatest opportunity. As a German his 
nationality might better take him to a Ger- 
man neighberhood, as nationality in many 
other cases influences the locating of men 
of other races. In many individual cases a 
man of fereign tastes and extgaction goes to 
some particular neighborhood where his peo- 
ple have colonized with the idea of building 
up a business in a modest way which shall 
be his fer life. 

For the ambitious young man, however, 
the office in the residence neighborhood any- 
where will be opened as the passport to a 
general practice in some central portion of 
the city. In this way the young man will 
need to choose his neighborhood with regard 
to its character for conservative well being 
and general stability. To build up a reputa- 
tien in a neighborhood that is shifting al- 
ways would be more or less idle, even if it 
were possible; such a constituency could not 
be depended upon to follow the successful 
novice to another portion of the city. Inthe 
right kind of residence neighborhood the 
young dentist will find his best opportunity, 
save as some particular circumstance might 
alter the conditions. .

The Taft eyes, large, steady, deep in their 
Holland blue and wide apart, are the allies 
of @ candid and hospitable emile in the win- 
ning of esteem, confidence, and respect.

The 
mustache is tawny and the hair is light 
brown, A bald circle is on the crown of the 
Taft head, The atmosphere and personality 
are gracious, but power—intellectual, moral, 
and bodily—isthere. — 

The son at 48 has followed his father from 


bar to the bench and thence into the cabinet. 


Alphonso Taft was Grant's wer secretary; 
and in Cincinnati, where he lived all his years 
after he was graduated from Yale and had 
taught there for a time, he was eminent as 
a lawyer, civil officer, and citizen. William 
Howard Taft was second in a class of 120 
at Yale. I asked him: “ What did you do 
after you left college? 


“I was in my twenty-firat year when I fin- 


ished at Yale,” he replied. “I returned to 
my home and entered Cincinnati college for 
the course in law. My father was a hard 
working lawyer, who educated his children 
and left my mother the means n which to 
live. I went through Tale comfortably, but 
I was fortunate in getting an education and 
nothing else. I went to work for the old Cin- 


tinnatl Times, and afterwards for the Com- 


mercial, now the Commerelal-Tribune, as a 
reporter of court news. At first my salary 
was $6 a week; but my pay was increased 
until in the end I received $25 a week, which 
I thought te be good wages for a youngster. 
I continued with my newspaper work for 
some time after I was admitte 1 to the bar. 
‘As a reporter I came into person relations 
with a man who was running for prosecuting 
attorney, and when he was elected he chose 
me to be his chief assistant.

First Position; Valuable Experience. 

“My first public. office was a splendid 
place for me.@iving me, as it did, a rough and 
tumble experienece in the law at the time of 
life when I was ready for it. I was taught 
the necessity of facts and how to get them. 
{ learned to search for truth and to value evi- 
dence. The training I then received, has 
been of the highest Importance to me ever 
since. 

“T was on my feet nearly every day, mak- 
ing speeches to the court and being drilled 
in readiness, alertness, and thoroughness. 


As I look back on it now, I know my experi- 


ence of those days was the best I could have 
had at the time. Criminal law is not difficult 
to learn, and I enjoyed ite practice, although 
I never did other than prosecute criminals. 

“While I was helping to put the criminals 
of Cincinnati where they belonged, President 
Arthur appointed me to be collector of inter- 
nal revenue for the First district of Ohio. I 
was twenty-five years old. There was con- 
siderable whisky and some tobacco in that 
region, and we took in $12,000,000 a year as 
taxes. But I didn't like the life, and resigned 
the office in eighteen months or so toe pras- 
tice law. About that time Thomas C. Camp- 
bell, an able and daring man, whose unpro- 
fessiona] conduct eventually led to a riet and 
the burning of the Cincinnati courthouse, - 
quired such a reputation for domineering 
judges, corrupting juries, and bribing wit- 
nesses that the bar association determined 
to disbar him. I was one of a committee of 
ten lawyers who were chosen to prosecute 
him, and was made junior counsel in that f. 
fort. „It was not a pleasant duty. I went 
around with Campbell himself and took tes- 
timony. Finally, we brought him to trial, 
and the court split two to one in his favor. 
I was not prepared to address the court, not 
having a previous notion of doimg so, but the 
senior counsel was taken ill and I was called 
on unexpectedly; but it proved té be my 
opportunity, for 1 — a with the case.

the Campbell case t had attracted Gov. 
Foraker’s attention to He had acted 
Se coumett fer Cansphet aot te the Aidear- 
ment proceedings, but in a criminal prose- 
cution preceding it. He was Judge Fora- 
ker then, a lawyer inactive practice, and 
had just been elected governor of Ohio. 
When there was a vacancy on the bench of 
the Superior court of Cincinnati, without the 
slightest solicitation, to my great surprise, 
he appointed me judge. I was now 20 years 
of age and good fortune had put me where 
all of my professional hopes and ambitions 
had been centered, and where I could and 
did learn some law at the expense of the 
public. Gov. Foraker increased my grati- 
tude to him by wishing to have me nomin- 


ated and elected to the office he had give 


me. Accordingly, he had requested Geo 
B. Cox, whe was just then, in 1888, aspiring 
to political power, to assist me. Cox helped 
me and I was nominated by the convention. 
I say this to show you that I have had no 
personal quarrel with Cox. Our relations, 
such as they were, were always friendly.” 
It has been said that one of the chief causes 
of Myron T. Herrick’s defeat for governor 
in Ohio last year was Secretary Taft's one 
‘speech of the campaign, delivered at Akron, 
in which he called the thunders of his elo~ 
quence upon the heads of the bosses. I 
asked him about the chastened and afflicted 
master of ee Onto. 


As fer “Boss” Cox— 

Cox,“ Judge Taft replied, has great ga- 
gacity and much power in his personality. 
When he makes a ticket he weighe all the ele- 
ments of the community; takes up classes 
and nationaMties and proves his art and man- 
agement. He is a rich man, I suppose, but I 
have a notion that he has repressed the 
rapacity of his. unchrlings. We have been 
shamefully unmindful in the large cities of 
this country of our duty as citizens. Good 
men say they have all they can do with their 
own affairs. They seem to think that local 
ry, are alto- 
gether natural in our form of government. 
Therefore, they compare boss with boss, and 
if the one they have gives them a fairly de- 
cent administration of public affairs they 
are content to let it go at that.“ 

“Gen. Harrison made me a judge ip 1892, 
and gave me the Gixth circuk. I now entered 
upon the work I loved. I had four fine states 
~Ohio, Michigan, Kentucky, and Tennessee. 
After a Abortous term in hearing and writ- 
ing opinions in the Court of Appeals it was a 
great pleasure to go upon the circuit and hear 
a jury docket. But the salary of $6,000 was 
inadequate, for I had to pay all of my travel- 
ing expenses in going over the eHeuit. When 
we sat in the Court. of Appeals, away from 
home, we were allowed expenses, After Gen. 
Harrison left the presidency he once or twice 
appeared befere me to make a legal argu- 
ment. He was a great lawy er—clear, earned, 


and industrious.

Plea for the Shipping Room, 

Editor of The Worker's Magazine: The “ holl- 
day season is past and the store workers’ con- 
ditions are improved. Thousands of ‘* extra ’’ 
hands have been dismissed, as there is no longer 
‘any need for their services. Several weeks be- 
fore the rush started women of various clubs 
started out to improve the department store 
clerks’ conditions. Did these club women try to 
bette? the conditions or say anything about the 
shipping room workers? Not one word. 

The entry clerks, callers, or plain ** help in 
the shipping room of the department stores work 
more hours every day than the clerks and Most 
other help, and yet they de not complain. In the 
holiday season these workers toil so far into the 
wee sma’ hours of the morning that for some days 
they are entirely without sleep. Throughout the 
entire year business comes through this depart- 
ment in such volume that dull or busy season is 
hardly noticeable. The majority of the public 
thinks that the work of this department and its 
employés is easy and light. But far be it from 
such. Here, I believe, two “ shifts’’ of help 
could be used to a better advantage than with 
the clerks, and almost all the year round at that. 

Of course, the shippers’ time is divided in- a 
different way from the clerks’ time. The goods 
are. brought from the different departments to 
the shipping room in- trucks. Then they are 
trucked to the various rooms, one for each sec- 
tion of the city—south, north, west, and suburban 
—and piled on the tables. The caller waits until 
his tables are well piled up, and then he calls off 
the packages and puts them away in bins pro- 
vided for same. The entry clerk must be a rapid 
writer, good speller, and bearer, as he must 
enter each package the caller calls, which 
is done with a lightning rapidity. 

From this explanation the public can compre- 
hend the importance of this department and its 
workers. I believe that changes in the conditions 
of the shipping room workers can be made. Let 
the managers of the various stores get together, 
offer suggestions. and map out a plan of action to 
apply to the shipping room help, and I am sure 
ner results will * MAX SCHMIDT.

N THB territory bounded on the east by 
the Chicago river, on the west by Wood 
street, on the north by Harrison, and on 
the south by Sixteenth street, lies the 
wickedest police district to be found in 

any civilized municipality in the world. 

Chicago has been famed for ite dirtiest 
river, its biggest stock yards, its busiest cor- 
ners. Now a new item must be added to 
these spreaders of its fame. It has the 
wickedest police @istrict in the world. The 
Maxwell street distritt, comprising the “dark 
river wards,”” the Ghetto, the Italian and 
Bohemian settlements of the southwest side, 
must be brought forward and mentioned as 
another thing for which Chicago is to be 
justly famed. “ Maxwell,” on the booke of 
the police departmen: as the Twenty-first 
precinct, is the worst in the world. 

It is more than this, It is the most Gos- 
mopolitan police district in the world With- 
in its borders are to be found a greater vari- 
ety of people and more different kinds of 
living, than in any other similar district 
in the World. It isa division of the city 
composed of sections of dosene of Buropean 
and even Asiatic cities—but most of all, it is 
the wickedest district to be found Within 
the confines of civilization.

Ooncentrated in a district less than two 
miles long and not more than one wide, is the 
crime center of the country.

bers that far exceed the record of any similar 
district anywhere on the face of the globe. 
Reveling in the freedom which comes from 
inadequate police control, inspired by the 
traditions of criminals that have gone be- 
fore in the district, living in many instances 
more like beasts than like human beings, 
hundreds and thousands of boys and men 
follow day after day and year after year in 
the bloody ways of crime. Deprived of the 
boon of proper education and training, living 
most of their lives in the dirty streets or foul 
alleys, having no incentive before them to 
Rrompt them to welldoing, knowing only that 
the quickest way to obtain money, notoriety, 
and standing in their localities is through 
crime, thousands of children are here being 
developed into criminals of the most dan- 
gerous and uncontrollable nature. Law and 
order, respect for life, property, decency, and 
virtue are forgotten, if, indeed, they ever 
did exist in this, the “ crime cradle of the 
nation. Life is held in such cheap repute that 
a murder octasions no more surprise or shock 
than does the loss of a few dollars in money 
in other parts of the city. In fact, money, 
dollars, nay, even cents, are consistently 
Placed before and above the much vaunted 
sacredness of life. Mcney is stuff that can 
buy all the comforts of the world; a life 18 
a thing which can be snuffed out with a sin- 
Sle shot from a cheap revolver or a single 
sileit thrust from 8 pee dagger.

Property here is safe only 3 
tected day and night by its owner, ready to 
take the life of any who would deprive bim 
oi his own. Murders by the score, shooting 
and stabbing affrays by the hundred, as- 
saults, burglaries, and robberies by the thou- 
sahds—such is the crime record each year for 
this festering place of evil which lies a scant 
mile from the heart of great Chicago. Day 
is scarcely more a safeguard to life and prop- 
erty here than is night. Poorly policed as the 
whole district is, many localities are con- 
_ Stantly without the presence of an officer, 
Taking advantage of this condition, and bold 
and reckless almost beyond belief, the young 
rutmans who make the Maxwell street district 
a place of terror do not hesitate to walk into 
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notify the police that a robbery, assault, or 
even a murder has taken place. Caught be- 
tween two forces, they waver between alle- 
giance to the police and friendship to the rob- 
bers. It they tell the police it means that 
they will be marked as enemies to the gangs. 
If they do not tell the police the officers may 
accuse them of being A&ccessories; and cer- 
tainly if the police do not catch the criminals 
the decent eee ie gur to be robbed again.

@istrict lie so many vampires. In the low 
grog shops, in still lower dives, around dark 
corners, in alleys, hallways, and “ around 
the tracks they congregate, bold in prac- 
tiee and powerful in numbers. The passing 
of a decent person may mean an assault, a 
robbery, or a murder. The coming of a po 
lice officer may mean a pistol fight in which 
death will be handed about in a manner more 
in keeping with some frontier mining camp 
than with “ civilized Chicago.”

Breeding Ground for Criminais. 


Crowded in tenement houses or poorly built 


cottages and living half of the time on the , 


streets and in saloons, will be found speci- 
mens from all races of the world, and among 
this heterogeneous mass of humanity it is not 
necessary to look far for specimens of the 
criminal. _ Murderers, robbers, burglars, 
thieves, pickpockets, and criminals of all 
sorts are bred here with a rapidity and 
trained in the ways of wrongdoing with a 
facility that is appalling when one considers 
the terrihle consequences that follow their 
production. From Maxwell come some of 
the worst murderers, if not actually the 
worst, that Chicago has ever known. From 
Maxwell come the “ smoothest ’’ robbers, 
burglars, and thieves of all kinds; from Max- 
well come the worst tough gangs. In 
general, it may be safely said that no police 
district in the world turns out such skilled 
and successful criminals, and certainly none 
turns out criminals of any kind in such num- 
bers, as are produced here. It is this that 
makes the Maxwell street what it is. Other 
police districts may arrest and convict more 
criminals; may have a greater number of 
criminals operating within their borders; 
but Maxwell street, in its tightly packed 
tenements, its low class population, raises 
and houses criminals that operate all 
over the city, and even the coun- 
try. It is the breeding place of 
criminals for the entire city. ‘*' The most 
successful breeding ground of crime in the 
country.” It has experienced complete 
changes $f population, but its reputation for 
crime production stays with it. It has seen 
its peoplé change from American born Irish 
to foreign born people from the southern 


parts of Europe, has seen its places of wor- 


ship change from Catholic churches to Jewish 
synagogues, and has even had its saloons 
Irish into Jewish, Italian, and 


district and the criminals. Once upon a time

earned the title of Bloody Maxwell.“ 4 
Now the warfare has changed considerably.

} erown criminal who, with e revolver in his 


“pocket, was always ready to murder @ po- 
liceman at the first danger of arrest, aa it ig 
against the young criminal who is only a 
whit less dangerous than the ol timer, but 
who confines his efforts more to robbery, 

burglary, thievery, and similar offenses than 
to épen defiance and combat with the police. 

But those comprising this element are so nu- 
merous, so skillful, so bold; and so well 
versed in the hiding places of the district that 
they are, if anything, more troublesome than 
the old Assisted by the vicious residents of 
the district, who are numbered by the thou- 
sands and who wish no better chance to 
demonstrate their defiance of law and order 
than the opportunity to help a fleeing crim- 
inal to escape the police, the wrongdoer in 
many neighborhoods is practically safe from 
the pursuit of the officers. In many blocks 
every house is open to welcome and hide the 
criminal, whether the crime for which he is 
wanted be a murder or a case of petty thiev- 
ery. In through a dark court the criminal 
may fiy, into a hall that leads into a big tene- 
ment, up one, two, or three flights of stairs, 
and through a door which closes behind him, 
and he is as safely hidden from the police as 
if he were a thousand miles out of the city. 
The Chinatown of San Francisco and these 
precious blocks in the Maxwell street district 
are not to be compared in the matter of fur- 
hishing ways and mean for the escape and 
hiding of criminale wheh pursued by the 
police.

Criminal Classes Increasing. 
In other localities the number Of criminals 


and of crimes increases only in proportion to 
the increase of the population. In the Max- 
well street district it increases by leaps and 
bounds as the population goes forward, for 
with the increase of p6pulation and its conse- 
quent overcrowding—for the people who 
live here will not move—the opportunities for 
hiding are multiplied many times, and the 
work of identifying one person among the 
growing thousands becomes constantly more 
and more difficult. A startling example of 
this came to light two weeks ago with the 
arrest of a young man who was caught in 
the act of committing a burglary near the 
police station. Investigation reveale the 
fact that the fellow had been born and Hved 
the twenty-one years of his life in a house 
not more than a block from the station, yet 
not one of the officers had ever seen him be- 
fore or knew his name. And moet of the men 
who are detaile@at Maxwell street were born 
and raised in the district. 

The conditions that eXiat in this vicinity 
are something which the average Chicagoan 
who speaks the tongue of this land and lives

All Languages Except English. 

From Maxwell street one can go south for 
six blocks and seldom hear a word of any- 
thing, but Yiddish. Farther south begins 
the tongue of the Itallan, west is the Polish, 
east there is more Yiddish, but no place is 
there the language that is called English, 
and no place are there the customs of Ameri- 
ca. The police authorities of the district 
are wise. They have many people to han- 
dle too many to make it possible that they 
be made to conform strictly to the laws of 
the country and the ofdinances of the city. 
So the various colonies of different nation- 
alities are kept separate and apart as much 
4 possible, and each colony runs its own 
quartet according to its own notions—the 
notions that come from the old country. 
The result is the Maxwell street district. a 
region with which the average Chicagoan 
is not any more familihr than he is with 
the cities of the most out of the way prov- 
ince of southern .Russia, and which is as 
distinct and different from downtown Chi- 
cago as if it were 8,000 miles of land and 
water away from the city hall instead of a 
paltry score of blocks. 

The Maxwell street police district, as 
stated before, begins at the river on the bust 
and runs west to Wood street, and at Har- 
rison street on the north and runs south to 
Sixteenth. Within, this territory there Hve.

* sparse scattering of Americans, 2 
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has but to leave the distriet and go across 
the river to find Chicago in its every day 
attire, ite English language, and ite Chicago 
ways. The river is the boundary that sep- 
arates the two, the dividing line that keeps 
the new from mingling with the oid. On 
one side is Chicago—commien, ordinary. 
bustling, clean cut Chicago; on the other 
is the Maxwell street distefet, a different 
land altogether. On one side is America; on 
the other is—well, just “ the Maxwell street 
district.” There has as yet been invented no 
other word to cover it.

Race Suicide? Not Herel 
One-ninth of the city’s total population 
now make their homes in the district. Ten 
years ago possibly one-half of this number 
lived here. Fifteen 8 ago the western 
limit of the district Was at Halsted street 


Now it stretches out to Marshfield a venue 


and is still going west. 

There is fio race suicide here. The average 
number of children to a family is perilously 
close to seven There are no vacant lots. 
Every foot of available bullding space is 
taken and every house is filled to the brim. 
Two or three rooms make a good sized fla: 
and eight or ten people make their homes 
therein. Buildings which in other parts of 
the cities are utilized for sheds or barns, here 
become living houses where two, three, and 
even four families may be housed, and where 
the work of propagating the race goes on 
with a regularity that would delight Mr. 


Roosevelt could he but view the results. The . 


streets on pleasant days are so packed with 
Children that it is hard to walk anywhere 
Without stepping on two or three in every 
block. Fully 100,000 children are receiving 
their first impressions of life in the crowded, 
sweaty tefements and dirty streets: and 
thousands of them are growing up with only 
a vague idea of what the law is and with a 
well defined hatred for anything that re- 
dembles the blue of a policeman’s uniform. 
The crowding, the ignorance, the poverty, the 
mixture of races, and the carelessness of 
parents are producing among this mass of 
umrained children an appalling nvinber of 
criminals, ranging from petty thieves to the 
most vicious murderers, and who present a 
problem that is well worthy of the best er- 
forts and thought of the student of social 
economy and criminology.

From Maxwell street district come the 
“ smoothest " thieves in the country. Inher- 
iting the native shrewdness of Hebrew fore- 
fathers, with wits sharpened to rasor edge by 
constant struggling against conditions, fa- 
millar with the ins and outs of a neighbor- 
hood whith is full of wonderful nooks and 
hiding places of all kinds, and with the op- 
portunity for theft constantly before him, 
the bad small boy of this district eventually 
becomes the most successful criminal in his 
line that is produced. And their numbers run 
into the thousands. 

The center of this region, the governing 
force, the rulers of the land, are found in the 
Maxwell street police station. The station is 
three blocks west of Halsted, squarely in the 
heart of the niost congested portion of the 
neighborhood, and in the middle of the worst 
locality from & police standpoint in Chicago. 
On an sides of the station are corners, sa- 
loons; and houses that have seer the rise, the 
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of this district what the six shooter was to 
the old time cowboy of the west. Hot tem- 
pered and trained to use his weapon at the 
slightest provocation, it does not require 
much to make the otherwise peaceable fruit 
vender or street laborer a murderer. Scarce- 
ly a Sunday goes by in the district without 
some such crime being reported, 

Cutting affrays are common in all foreign 
quarters of the city, but it is in Maxwell 
street that they are most abundant. Here 
hot only do the men use the knife as a mur- 
derous weapon but the women as well often 
handle it with deadly intent and results. 

Jealousy is a predominant sentiment in the 
foreign born wife. In a crowded district, 
where two families may occupy one room, 
the chances for jealousy to assert itself are 
obviously more numerous than elsewhere. 
Sometimes a woman seeks opt, the broad 
backed officer who travels the beat on which 
she lives and tells. him in broken Bnglish 
and Italian that her man is making eyes 
at another woman. The policeman, being 
wise in the Ways of the district, pats the 
woman on the head and tells her to go home 
and take better care of the house, cook her 
husband’s food a little better, and strive to 
make herself more attractive than the other 


woman.

Policeman Acts as Peacemaker. 

“Go home, Marie,“ he laughs. “If your 
man heats yo callon us. Then we will ar- 
rest him.“ 

Marie goes home. Some night when her 
jealousy finds some new cause at which to 
be aroused she may insert the family carv- 
ing knife between the short ribs of her Tony. 
The patrol wagon and the ambulance win 
come clattering down the little, narrow 
streets, the clang of the gongs collecting a 
crowd of miscellaneous humanity as sugar 
collects flies in the summer tima The crowd 


stands about; open mouthed and curious, 


while the officers carry out Tony and Marie 
and cart them away to the hospital and the“ 
police station. 5 

More often than not the police must force 
their way into homes where such things oc- 
eur. The people of the district do not love the 
police. They hate them. Most of them have 
in some way or another come into contact 
with them under unfavorable conditions, and 
the result is that the officers count their 
active enemies by the thousands, These 
enemies will make all possible trouble for 
the police, even when the officers are on a 
mission to take a wounded person to the 
hospital. Men who are wounded to the 
death are often hidden away at the approach 
of the pdlice, to be taken forth after the 
police have departed and be cared for pri- 
vately in their own homes. Sometimes the 
wounded ones are victims of the zeal of their 
friends. It is not unusual for one to die of 
wounds left uncared for for a few hours. 
But it is “anything to keep out of the hands 
of the authorities.

Offenders Secreted by Friends. 

As for finding the perpetrators of such 
“family murders, it is harder than finding: 
the proverbial needle in the haystack. 
Every imaginable obstacle, and many un- 
imaginable ones, are thrown in the way of 
the police working on the case. The mur 
derer is hidden away in the rooms of a family

cessfuliy with that of two or three other 
men in the immediate neighborhood that 
the police are at a loss to know who is and 
who is not the murderer. 

When he is located in a building, unless the 
occupants are thoroughly afraid of the po- 
lice, the problem of taking him out is a sim- 
ple one. The police have simply to fight their 
way into the place. The sight of an officer 
ir. some of these localities is like the sight 
of a red rag to hundreds of bulls. The at- 
tempt of an officer to enter a building is sure 
to be resented in some manner or other, and 
oftener than not this resentment takes the 
form of actual combat.

Chris Merry Representaifve Type. 


The most terrible of these family mur- 


ders that the district ever knew was that, 


committed by Chris Merry, who killed his 
invalid wife in a fit of rage about eight years 
ago. Merry was in many ways the typical 


criminal product of the district. A noted 


criminologist who examined him after he 
had been s@ntenced to death called him 
the choicest flower ever garnered from this 
field, of, rim This was sarcasm. Merry 
was one of the worst criminals that ever 
lived in Chicago. Born and raised a few 
blocks from where he lived when his crime 
brought him to the notice of the police, and 
eventually to the gallows, he learned to hate 
the police officers and defy the law when a 
mere child. His father was bad before 
him, and Chris fell readily into the father’s 
ways. Bred in an atmosphere of crime, nur- 
tufed on evil from the day of his birth, edu- 
cated in the ways of criminals as a boy, and, 
seéking the tough saloon when he grew to 
man’s estate, he was primed from the begin- 
ning to become just such a murderer ag he 
was, 

There were many instances of contact with 
the police before the last one. Merry wasa 
leader of the gangs of his neighborhood. 
Heavy and bull necked, courageous and quick 
to anger, as reckless of his own safety as 
of the men who followed him, ready to fight 
or kill a comrade as quickly as he would 2, 
police officer, Merry was a leader of the type 
of criminals that come from the district. 
Peddler, thief, burglar, robber, and fighter, 
he lived in constant warfare with the police, 
and reveled in crime year after year. His 
temper was a volcano of uncertain moods. 
Sullen, and morose, and fierce he was always, 
but when the occasion offered he became a 
demon unleashed, and acted: more like a mad 


animal than like a human being. Those who 


came in his way on such occasions were cer- 
tain to suffer from the weight of his dtm if 
they were not nimble of foot. 


Beat and Kicked Wife to Death. 


It was one of these moods that overtook him 
when he murdered his wife. Coming home 
one night after a day spenvin carousing he 
learned from his wife’s own lips that she had 
been attacked in a criminal manner by two 
néighbors. Instead of seeking revenge upon 
the guilty men Merry gave way to a flash of 
anger and struck and kicked the unhappy 
wife unt!) she lay Gead before him. Next day 
hé put the body in one of his peddler’s wagons, 
drove with it to a deserted section cf a west 
side suburb, and buried it in a shallow grave 
dug in the darkness of the night. Then he 
came back and went about his business until 
the body was discovered. His arrest, convic- 
won, and execution are matters of common 
history. How many Chris Merrys there are in 
embryo in the district today is a matter which 
might well trouble the civic mind of Chicago 
were it carefully considered. To say that 
there are hundreds is not to overestimate 


the facts.

„Buff Higgins Another Product. 

“ Buff * Higgins was another product of the 
district, who a few years ago attracted at- 
tention when he was hanged for committing 
a murder. Higgins was one of the old mem- 
bers of the Johnson street gang and the typ- 
ical bad man of the city. From boy hood 
until the day of his final arrest he was a 
thorn in the side of the police and the good 
people of the district. Begifining as a mem- 
ber of a boy gang, he broke windows, robbed 
fruit stands, and stoned peddlers as an early 
training for a blazing career of crime. His 


school was the street and his instructors the 


tough boys and men of the neighborhood. 
As he grew older Buff took more and 
more kindly to the teaching of his fellows. 
He joined in with boys much older than him- 
self, and before he was in his teens he 
was helping as best he could in the bur- 
riaries and robberies of the neighborhood. 
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Reveling in the freedom which comes. from inadequate police control, inspired 
by the traditions of criminals that have gone before in the district, living in many 
instances more like beasts than like human beings, hundreds and thousands 
of boys and men follow day after day and year after year in the bloody 
ways of crime. Knowing only that the quickest way to obtain money, noto- 
riety, and standing in their localities is through crime, thousands of children 
are being developed into criminals of the most dangerous and vicious nature. 


ability as a fighter, and it was not long be- 
fore Buff Higgine was a man to be feared 
by each and every one who happened to come 
into contact with him. The stories that are 
told of his natural ferocity are legion, al- 
though it is to this day claimed by the men 
who knew him in the district that Buff 
was an arrant coward at heart, and only suc- 
ceeded in being a bad man because of his 
readiness to use the revolver when things 
threatened to go against him. 

After he had been arrested the first time 
Higgins, in common with every criminal in 
the district, became a sworn and active 
enemy of the policé. Following the rule that 
birds of a feather flock together,“ he drift- 
ed naturally to Sangarion street, down near 
the corner of Bangdmon and Fourteenth 
place, where at that time lived and operated 
the toughest gangs that Chicago ever knew. 
Here it was that the men from the Maxwell) 
street Station always expectéd & fight when 
they passed singly, and here it was that many 
of them were killed while trying to arrest 
men like Higgins, Mortell, McGraw, Fein- 
burg, Gagen, Kruger, Cooney.. and others 
who have made the history of Maxwell street 
what it is. And here it was that Higgins 
made his final mistake and killed Officer Mc- 
Cue, for which crime he was eventually sent 
to the gallows. 


* 2„— 
Stealing Is SNatural as Breathing. 


In producing skilled thieves the district 
leads the world. Stealing comes as naturally 
to a good percentage of the boys of the dis- 
trict as does the breath of life. Property be- 
longs to whoever can take and Keep it; and 


‘the more one can take and keep the more 


robberies one can successfully perpetrate, 
the more one will be looked up to by the 
other bad boys of the neighborhood. The 
boy gang is found here in all its miquitous 
glory. 

The result is the produetion of a horde of 
young thieves whose boldness and ability 
in the line of theft are amazing to one who is 
not familiar with conditions as they exist 
here. When it is told that children 6 years 
old often are arrested for participation in 
burglaries it will be readily seen that no great 
time elapses bet ween the exit from the cradle 
to the entrance to the felon's cell. 

Usually when a young child is arrested 
under such circumstances he has been led into 
his wrongdoing by older boys or even by men. 
A small boy—the smaller the better—is a con- 
venient accessory to the burglar’s working 
equipment. If there is a small hole in a win- 
dow to be entered the boy can be pushed 
through without any trouble, and when the 
things to be stolen are of little weight a 
child can hand them out through the hole 
just as well as a man. Or if there is a catch 
to be sprung, a small boy can be “ boosted 
up where a man scarcely could be lifted. 
Invariably the burglars of this neighborhood 
have a small boy to assist them in their ne- 
farious projects. 


2 „ 
Bravest Policemen in the World. 


A few weeks ago an officer one night heard 
glass being broken in an adjoining street. 
Going to investigate he found a pane of glass 
broken in a side window of a small notion 
store. Suddenly from the inside of the store 
came the bark of a small caliber revolver and 
a bullet sang its way out past the policeman's 
head. The men who travel from Maxwell 
are brave Officers. There are no braver in 
the city—or in the world. To the casual ob- 
server it seems that they often risk their 
lives needlessly. In this instance the officer 
who had been fired at résponded to the shot 
by breaking in a door and foreigg his way 
into the store. 

Groping his way forward, ready to begin 
shooting the moment he located his hidden 
assailant, his hand suddenly fell on the arm 
of a small boy. In another second the boy 
was under the policeman’s arms. Holding 
the child as he would a package of groceries 
the officer found a gas jet and lit it. The 
„ burglar was 9 years old, and in his hand 
was a cheap revolver with a single cartridge 
and that one empty—in it. 

“What are you doing in here, son?“ de- 


manded the officer. 


„Im sticking up the place, was the proud 
answer. 

Nes sou are! A fine‘ stickup man you'd 
make. Why, you ought to be home in bed. 
It’s too late for little boys to be out. 

“Go wan! If I'd had another bullet I'd a 
got you wen youse came in t’rough deh 


have another bullet so that he could have 
tot the policeman as he came in through 
the door. 

One form of thievery in which the orimina! 
of this district specializes and of which other 
police districts of the city know compara- 
tively little, is that of silk steallng.“ Suk 
in this Instance is a word out of the thieves’ 
own vocabulary, and is applied to everything 
that can be found ina tailor’s shop. Cloth- 
ing of all kinds is “ silk.” So are tailors’ 
trimmings, buttons and thread. 

The great number of tailor shops of all 
grades and varieties makes this district a 
fertile field for the skilled thief in this line. 
Each block houses from two to a score of 
shops and each contains clothing and cloth 


to the value of many hundreds of dollars. The 


great number of shops prevents their being 
systematically guarded by the police, and the 
proprietors will usually rather trust to tuck 
than pay for the services of a watchman. 
The result is often a clear field for the opera- 
tions of the “ silk thief.” _ 

Two forms of this stylt of stealing have 
reached the highest stage of criminal per- 
fection in this district. One is the smooth 
way, the way of the artistic thief that is full 
of brain effort and has nothing to do with 
force or other brutal things. The smooth 


. thief works at night, when noiselessly he 


opens a door or window, crawls in and car- 
ries away bundles of cloth to the wagon 
that is waiting for him in the next alley; 
counterfeits orders from downtown firms 
which secures him the delivery of certain 
goods; or even works in a shop until the 
chance to make a haul in a gentle manner 
presents itself. Then there is the man who 
“ kicks in shops. As the name implies, this 
is a rough, coarse species of holdup, one 
man with a gun usually frightens the ignor- 
ant occupants of the shops, while another 
calmly walks off with the booty. Or it is 
sometimes accomplished by two or three men 
Irlving up to a shop at night, kicking in the 
door and loading the wagon full of loot, while 
one of the party holds off the startled owner 
and neighbors at the point of a revolver. 
Thousands of dollars’ worth of goods is 
thus stolen every year. 


* * 
How Stolen Goods Are Disposed Of. 


The ingenuity exhibited in disposing of 
stolen goods is testimony to the shrewdness 
of the mer engaged in this line of stealing. 
Goods will be shipped from Chicago to New 
York, where they will be kept for a short 
time and all marks of identification erased. 
Then they will be reshipped to Chicago as 
new goods. Or it is possible that they will 
be sold in New York, where, the chances 
are, the cloth came from in the beginning. 
Almost every week some such haul is lo- 
cated by:the Maxwell street detectives and 
returned to its owner. At times the cap- 
tain’s room at the station is piled to the 
ceiling with stolen goods that have been 
recovered. 

Considering the hundreds of thieves that 
the district turns out annually, the enmity 
of a good portion of the population toward 
the police, the congested conditions which 
exist, and the hundreds of secret hiding 
places known to the criminals, it is evident 
that the police of the Maxwell street station 
have a difficult problem on their hands if 
they are to suppress the activities of the bad 
men to any considerable degree. It is doubt- 
ful if there is any district in the world 
where it would be so hard for the ordinary 
detective to find a criminal, even after his 
identity was established. So there has been 
formed at Maxwell street station a squad 
of extraordinary detectives, and upon these 
men and their efforts depends the control, if 
control there is to be, of the criminal forces. 


* * 
Unique Squad of Detectives. 

The squad is unique in Chicago police cir- 
cles. It is composed of eight men, every 
one of whom Was born and reared to man- 
hood in the same neighborhoods, often in the 
same houses, as the criminals whom they 
are now fighting. Two of them were born 
within stone’s throw of the station from 
which they now travel; all of them were born 
within pistol shot of it. Going to the neas- 
est public schools, playing in the streets or 
along the railroad tracks in the vicinity, 
living in the small flats that obtain in the 
district, these men who are now the main- 
stay of peace and order in the district were in 
their youth subjected to the same influences 
as were the boys who went the wrong way 
and turned out to be criminals. Their parents 
were neither richer nor poorer, neither bet- 
ter situated in life, nor worse, than the par- 
ents of hundreds of other boys in the district. 


hoods ts one that it will profit the studen 
of sociology to note and ponder 


didn’t they also go bad, or remain neutral, 
like the rest of the district? Did the pros- 
pect of earning $83.33 a month in risking 
their lives in the pursuit of their old ac- 
quaintances prove such an overwhelming 
temptation that they could not resist? Hard- 
ly. Eighty-three thirty-ghree a month seems 
hardly enough to compensate a man for the 
things that Maxwell street men must have 
gone through a few years ago. 


Familiar with Lace Conditions. 


The explanation seems only to be found in 
the universal rule of demand and supply. It 
was and is absolutely necessary that the plain 
clothes men of Maxwell street be familiar 
from boyhood with conditions, localities, and 
people as they are in the district. An officer 
taken from any other station in the city would 
be lost here as completely as if transferred 
suddenlx to detective work in Peking, China. 
the demand is there, and the supply seems 
to have followed the demand, bearing out the 

{rule in remarkable fashion. 

Riley, Sherlock, Birmingham, Root, Thieny, 
Mason, Kilgallon, and Kirby are the veteran 
men of the plain clothes squad here, and not 
one of them is there but bears on his head 
or body the marks of some encounter with 
the bad men of the district. Birmingham en- 
joys the distinction of having been “ fatally 
wounded on several occasions. On the oc- 
casion when O’ Keefe was killed In the battle 
with the Gagen-Feinburg gang, Bitming- 
ham’s life was saved by a watch carried in 
his vest pocket. 

Riley and Sherlock attend to the juvenile 
offenders of the district. Their arrest books 
show that each averages 30 arrests a month 
among this class. This makes 60 young law 
breakers a month who are brought to the sta- 
tion for some misdemeanor or crime. As !t 
is estimated that not one in a hundred of these 
young offenders reforms, it is evident that 
the criminal problem of Maxwell street is not 
dangerously near to solution at the present 
day. 

Mason, who was born under the shadow of 
the station, attends with his partner to the 
“silk thieves.“ When he begins to Ust the 
number of men whom he has arrested 
some burglary, or who he knows are guilty 
but so far have escaped without leaving any 
proof of their guilt upon which to hang a con- 
viction, the listener, if he be a stranger in the 
district, is apt to wonder how many respect- 
able people there are in the neighborhood. 
But although this one detective can mentiop 
a hundred names that stand for erime, the 
total effect when it is sunk in the 206,000 that 
people the district is not so appalling. Even 
the men who have spent their lives in fight- 
ing crime here and who meet it daily in its 
worst form stoutly aver that the percentage 
of good people is increasing—which is another 
way of saying that the district once was 
worse than it is at present. 


Policeman’ s Job No Sinecure. 

The amount of work that Is done by the 
officers at this station is surprising, even to 
the person familiar with police records in 
the city. The officer who went twenty years 
without making a single arrest would have 
short shift at Maxwell street. Given an active 
assignment, he would be more apt to be 
called upon to make an arrest in twenty min- 
utes than to go twenty days without making 
one. The wagon is kept busy at Max- 
well. Sometimes there are two or three calls 
for it at the same time. As the driver of the 
wagon says: On a good busy day the horses 
earn their feed over here.“ g 

An idea of the days work at the Max- 
well street station may be had from spending 
a few hours lounging about the squadroom 
or the cell basement. It matters not what 
the time of day or night, there is always 
something doing. 

First there is a child which the probation 
officers have located in a house of ill repute, 
and which must be taken away from its par- 
ents and other associates. The probation 
officer has made her report to the captain. 
The captain's questions are short and to the 
point. Summed up they amount to: 

„ Will we have to take her away by force? 
The probation officer opines that it will in all 
likelihood be necessary to use force in secur- 
ing possession of the child. 

“Is it a tough joint? asks the practical 
minded captain, questioning almost as much 
with his shiny gray eyes as with his words. 
The probation officer goes on to state that 
it is a tough joint,” that is, seven or eight 
Polish families are living in the same house 
and they are always drunk, and carousing, 
and fighting. Yes, captain, it will be neces- 
sary to send the wagon after the child.“ 


Fast an Everyday Incident. 


So the wagon rumb.es out over the pressed 
brick driveway and the station falls back 
into the unrestful quiet that it always pos- 
sesses and which is like the ¢alm that 
ever precedes the coming storm. Only at 


Maxwell street the calm is perpetual. 

The wagon comes back with the child, 
There is not a word spoken between officers 
and their captain as the child is brought in. 
If the men behind the two leading the child 
wére not dragging a cursing, frothing Po- 
lander {t would never be known whether or 
not the child had to be taken by force. 

A detective comes and whispers to the cap- 
tain. There is nothing apprehensive in the 
attitude of the officer as he makes his little 
speech. Rather, he is loqnacious, almost 


‘ jocular. But the big captain grows serious oa 


as he listens. 


“You say he’s in that saloon, now?” bes 


asks. “ Well, I wouldn't try to take him 
alone. No, not in that saloon. Get of; 
partner and have the wagon follow a minute 
after you. Don't take any chances.“ 

The detective puffs complacently at his 


pipe, gets his partner, and goes out. The a 


wagon rumbles out a little later. The cap- : 
tain sits in his room with a look of worry x 
on his brow. He is a kind hearted man, is 
the captain, a big, red headed Irishman with 5 
a set jaw, and he has seen his men brought 
home dead from arrests of less consequence 


than this one. ’

Meanwhile, the Station Doses. 


The station dozes for awhile Then the 
rumble of the wagon again. The captain 
looks and counts as the men alight. They 
areall.there. He goes back to his desk, lights 
a fresh cigar, and bends to his work. 

Again the calm before thestorm. This time 
the calm is broken by a roar of voices in the 
street below the station. Two officera have 
made an arrest at the next corner, within 
plain sight of the station, and are hurrying 
to a cell with their charge. Around them, 
running, walking, jumping, gesticulating, 
laughing, crying shrilly, roaring in angry, 
threatening voices, shouting derisively at the 
prisoner, are already hundreds of men, wom- 
en, and children, and their numbers are 
being added to every minute. Like thesurge 
of a sea they come up the street with the 
officers and their captive in the middle. Up 
the steps of the station to the doors they. 
come, eager to get the last glimpse of the 
man in the toils. The officers are literally 
forced to fight their way through the mob. 
Once inside, the man is booked and rushéd 
downstairs. He is a burglar who had been 
wanted for a year. 

How did you happen to come 80 near the 
station, Eddie?’’ asks one of the officers. 

“T’ve been living there all me life,” says 
the burglar, with a grin. *“ Why should I 
stop coming around there now?” This gives 
an idea of the facilities for hiding that are 
furnished the fugitive in this district. 

So it goes through the day. There may be 
riots to quell, murderers to arrest, saloon 
keepers to take for selling liquor to minors. 
Any of a dozen charges may come up against 
the man who lives within a block of the sta- 
tion. The warfare is the same, day after day. 

Yet there is no enmity in the hearts of the 
officers toward the people about them. The 
Officers know the conditions under which 
many of those who turn out to be criminals 
are forced to live, and this, while it does not 
in any sense slacken the might of their arms 
in enforcing the law, makes them feel more 
kindly toward them than would the outsider 
who comes and sees and does not know what 
is below the surface. 


Night Comes: Crime Stalks Forth, 


With the approach of night come the nicht 
details, the men who meet the worst type of 
the Maxwell street criminal. The lights in 
the saloons begin to be lit, and the toughones 
make ready for the biggest hours of the 
twenty-four. At the station the same old 
quiet is on. The officers stand on the steps 
an@ gossip before going to their various 
posts. The captain is going home to his din- 
ner. Across the street a score of children are 
gathered about three who are playing skip- 
ping rope. ;

Mr. Mc- 
CutcHeon'’s cartoon in which the father is 
pictured as inquiring with sublime indiffer- 
ence as to the whereabouts of his son speaks 
eloquently. It tells the story of the lack 
of proper care in the home. 

A few days ago I saw a mother sitting 
with her son in a downtown restaurant. Both 
mother and son were drinking cockta§js. Can 
that boy have much respect for his mother 
when she will go into a public place and 
drink with him? If he has lost his respect 
for his mother, can society hope that he will 
respect any other woman?

I was hurrying home from a meeting. A 
few yards in front of me two young girle were 
walking arm in arm. As they passed an alley 
two boys—perhaps one of them was 16 and 
the other 18—sprang out at them, crying: 

Now we've got you!” 

The girls screamed and ran. 

“Gee whist! We scared em that time, 
didn’t we!” laughed the boys. looking after 
the receding figures. 

That was the beginning. Those boys and 
those girls never before had met. If those 
lads go on it will not be many years before 
they will occupy the cell of an Ivena. 

The whole principle of dealing with juvenile 
delinquents nowadays is to show them the 
utmost pity, to uplift them by giving them 
allopa hic doses of kindness. A delinquent 
boy is sent to the John Worthy school or tu 
the Parental school. Neither school holds 
any terrors for him. 

At both institutions he is treated like a 
prince of the realm. If he violates the rules 
of the school he is given a scolding. No 
teacher dares Mft a hand against him. His 
school he finds ig pleasanter than his home. 
He likes it. Often he wants to go back. 

The men. who execute the law ease their 
consciences by sending boys to these schools. 
Instead the lads should be given a good dose 
of the law. They should be sent to some in- 
stitution where they can be made to toe the 
mark. 

After the seeds have been sown the work 
of stopping the growth of the abnormal in- 
stincts is difficult. The first step should be to 
enforce the law. A more efficient police foros 
would be a wise beginning. If the force is 
increased in numbers without being in- 
creased in efficiency little good will be ac- 
complished. The only result would be to 
give the public an overamount of confidence 
in the adequacy of the department which 
might create opportunities for more crimes.

Is Driving Trade from the City. 

Whatever the remedy, one must be fo 
to make the streets of Chicago safe for the 
women of Chicago. The sport of hunting 
women on the public streets must be stopped. 
The carnival! of crime is costing Chicago thou- 
sands of dollars annually. It has had the 
effect of driving trade away from the city. 
While out west a few weeks ago I met a Den- 
ver woman who said she would not come to 
Chicago until it would be safe for her to walk 
unescorted from one depot to another. Thou- 
sands of women all over the country share 
this feeling. 

When Chicago begins to realize the fact that 
the sport of hunting women is emptying its 
pocketbook, then Chicago will wake up and 
find that it is able to support an adequate 
and efficient police force. If the women of 
Chicago, with practical unanimity, would call 
a great mass meeting and demand protection 
by the proper authorities, a forward step 
would have been taken. Should the officials 
then fail to put an end to the barbarous sport 
the women of Chicago should resort to other 
means to render the streets safe to every 
woman and child in the city.

BY MARY F. HENDERSON—This recipe 
makes one of the plainest and best puddings 
ever eaten.

Ingre- 
dients: One cupful of boiled rice (betier if 
just ceoked and still hot). hree cupfuls of 
milk, three-quarters of a cupful of sugar. a 
tablespoonful of cornstarch, two eggs. and 
flavoring.

There's the scenery to be 
looked after and touched up, the costumes to 
keep in order, rehearsals to be conducted, 
and hundreds of little things to keep me oc- 
cupied many hours every day. And yet I'm 
happy—supremely happy. My pleasantest 
memories ars of the times that were the hard- 
est. I yaa repaid again and again for 
all I have given up.“

Phillips“ Nero“ 
London Success 


By Curtis Brown. 


LONDON — [Special Correspondence. ]— 
“Nero,” as produced at His Majesty's thea- 
ter, proved to be something worth remember- 
ing. After Stephen Phillips’ Paolo and 
Francesca,” ‘ Herod,'’ and Ulysses,“ one 
Enew, of course, that the new play would be 
on a higher plane than the ordinary stage 
production—that it would be a sincere and 
capable effort to present a big subject in verse 
worthy of the best traditions of the modern 
stage. But circumstances conspired in favor 
of Nero,“ and the result is from several 
viewpoints one of the finest of the new works 
that have been submitted for the approval of 
the present generation of playgoers.

Recent historians have brought out evi- 
dence modifying the old notion of Nero as 
the personification of the pig, utterly given 
over to all that was degraded and disgusting, 


and have pictured him as a victim of his own . 


imagination, in whom sensibility and sensu- 
ality, good will and lust for new sensations, 
artistry and swinishness, good blood and 
bad, had perpetual combat. And this was 
the Nero Phillips chose to portray, putting 
in his month at times words that rose to 
nothing short of magnificence, and making 
him at all times interesting and often almost 
sympathetic; a poseur on a colossal scale, a 
megalomaniac, a dreamer of vast and terrible 
di ams. Such a subject would stimulate a 
large minded poet if anything would—and it 
has. 

Then, too, the voluptuous Rome of Nero’s 
day makes a gorgeous opportunity for a stage 
manager, and in that direction—however 
divided opinion may be concerning his act- 
ing—Tree is a consummate genius, With the 
assistance of Percy Macquoid, the artist and 
decorator, the stage pictures of the palace 
of the Ceesars and of Nero’s palace at Baiae 
are marvels of beauty without tawdriness; 
the crowds that throng the stage at times 
are models of their kind, and the costumes 
ere wholly admirable.

Also, the character fits Tree in many ways. 
Fero's artificiality, his constant striving for 
effect, his continual self-anal¥sis, his genuine 
luve of what is artistic, are all qualities with 
which the famous proprietor of His Majesty's 
theater would be in sympathy. The result is 
a characterization so fine in conception and 
so conscientious in detail that it would be 
narrow minded to call it otherwise than 
great 99 

All of these reasons combined to make the 
performance one of the most notable within 
the present writer's twenty years’ experience 
of play going. One little matter remains to 
be menti I. e.: the play itself, consid- 
ered as a drama. There ig little to be said 
on that score, for Nero is a spectacle 
rather than a drama. The curtain rises at 
the moment the Emperor Claudius breathes 
his last, poisoned by his wife Agrippina, 
Nero’s mother, that Nero may come to the 
throne. After the youth is proclaimed em- 
peror qt the world, the next glimpse of him 
1 five years later, when his lower qualities 
have begun to get the better of his other self. 
He is worn out with dissipation, tired mthe 
business of empire, and es) ecially@ired of his 
mother’s domination. He tells her to leave 
Rome. She turns upon him and proclaims 
Britannleus, the son of Claudius, as the right- 


ful heir to dhe throne, and flees with the lad. 


Nero’s counselors advise him to entice her 
pack and to get rid of the boy, and in the

There are five settings in Hal Reid’s latest 
melodrama, “A Runaway Boy,” in which 
“America’s boy actor,” Joseph Santiey, is 
starring this season, and which comes to 
the Bijou this week. The first act shows an 
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New York, Feb. 9.—The week has not added 
a successful new play to the volume of the- 
atrical amusement in this village. But some 
dramatic fragments have been interesting, 
What subject le most appealing to the most 
people? Sudden wealth? So the title Ready 
Money indicated a popular theme. The 
anonymous play purported to be complete as 
given by dramatic students, but I suspect it 
was the third act of a metodrama of New 
York scciety being tested. We saw the office 
of Vice President Van Dyck of a life insur- 
ance company, and for awhile it was occu- 
pied by gentlemen and ladies as modish as 
Clyde Fitch ever put on the stage, but soon 
they developed the qualities of vital men and 
women more like Augustus Thomas’. and at 
length there was an episode theatrically 
strong in the manner of Theodore Kraemer 
edited by David Belasco. Van Dyck’s daugh- 
ter, Kate, heiress to a fortune, was wooed by 
Dr. Brooke and Lawyer Royce, both con- 
nected with the insurance company. 

“You are poor and want to marry wealth 
with Kate, said Royce to Brooke, but her 


‘forvune is lost with her father’sand she won't 
have a dollar left. Now, I am rich enough to 


take Kate as a luxury and I'n give you $100,- 
000 to give up your claim and get out.“

Now Royce rouses him- 
self, He ig a clever mimic, as we have seen. 

“Yea, e, he replies, speaking into the 
sender with\the voice of his rival, this is 
Dr. Brooke. I am here alone with Col. Slay- 
tor, Ie he well? Not very. Iam attending 
him, Yes, I will be at ypur reception this 
evening. Thank you. Good-by.” 

The shivering Royce totters to the stark 
body of Slaytor, and would collapse beside it, 


but once more he steadies himself with the 


narcotic to rob the dead and work woe for the 
living. On that the curtein goes down. 

Paucity in newness of literary idea in plays 
and ‘poverty in novel stagecraft are giving 
way as fast as our Américan audiences will 
permit authors and managers to progress in 
those respects. A good change is observable 
this season in Broadway, where the best of 
the prosperity attends the best of the produc- 
tions. But the Bowery is backward I went 
there to see the great sensation in The 
Factory Girl.“ But I found an audience not 
enthralled by the hero’s peril but laughing 
atit heartily. The episode was nothing more 
than the hundredth imitation of the sawmill 
scene in Blue Jeans.“ Once more the bad 
man fastened the good man on the bed of 4 
machine that moved him along towards what 
seemed certain death, and again some onc 
broke in through the window to gave him. 
The only change was from a buggsaw to a 
‘triphammer. The ponderous hammer was 
so really heavy that at each fall it jarred the 
stage. If by some mischance the fellow’s 
head had got under it a mess and muss of 
crushed bone and brain would have sobered 
the merriment. Why not have the villain 
thrown under the hammer after the hero is 
grabbedaway? The sacrifice of a cheap actor 
at each representation wouldn't be too great 
a sacrifice to melodramatic realism.

To mention dramatic realism, even that 
which is mechanical, is to suggest Ibsen. 
Perhaps you know that the Norwegian author 
and actor did not become realistic until after 
he had been for many years romantic. He 
wrote imaginative plays in verse and others 
that were allegorical. Portions of an early 
drama of his, Peer Gynt,” were presented 
last Sunday for the first time anywhere in 
English by the Progressive Stage society. 
They were more like the fantastic, visionary, 
utterly unrealistic work of Maeterlinck than 
that which is generally known as Ibsen's. 
Peer Gynt was a peasant of some former 
time. He should have labored to support his 
old mother, but he roamed lazily instead, 
hunting and fishing, dreaming and lying. As 
a liar he was most peculiar. He lived an 
imaginary life with the Scandinavian fairy 
tales and folklore until to him they seemed 
half neal, and he recounted them as adven- 
tures of his own, When, for instance, he re- 
turned from a long absence in the mountains, 
ahd his mother scolded him, he described a 
long chase of a wild stag, and she was glad to 
believe him, for her larder needed venison, 
until his narrative was merged into a legend 
of a hunter who, mounting an enchanted stag, 
was carried across lands and over seas to an 
unknown realm. Then she beat him with a 


stick. 
— 
Never have I seen a wild fantasy 80 ridi- 


quie in a theater, and so win admiration, as 
did the scene of Peer Gynt's mother’s death. 


¢The old woman lay moaning and whimpering 


alone im her hut. Peer came back from one 
of his rovings. She told him she was dy- 
ing, and bade him fetch a clergyman; but 
he was ina buoyant mood and would not take 
a serious thought of anything. 

“You need but to be cheered up, mother,” 
cried Peer: don’t weep—laugh; don’t pray— 
play. Why, you're in the box bed that was 
mine when I was a boy. It was sometimes 
my sled, ‘with fairy reindeer, and you im- 
agine you're goin to die. Very well. Lie 
there in your chariot till I hitch my steeds 
to it, and III drive you across the river of 
death to the gate of heaven!“

Then Peer, with the glee of a child, placed 
two chairs for horses, tied a cord tothem for 
reins, took his seat on the footboard of the 
bed, and cried, “‘ Away we go!“ With steadi- 
ly rising excitement as his fancy took Hight, 
he described a journey across Norway and 
over the Arctic sea to the portal of paradise. 
The exuberance of the grown man with a 
boy’s mind infected the old woman at first, 
and, sitting up im bed, she joined in che child 
play; but weakness overcame her, and she 
fell back dead, while he still drove his make 
believe horses merrily on. ‘ 
Why did not the audience laugh at the sight 
of that lout of a man playing horse and 
wagon? First, the cultured people were in 
a respectful mood. Second, the Progressive 
Stage society, instead of letting the acting 
be done by amateurs, had employed Warner 
Oland and Hilda Englund, actual Ibsenian 
players from Christiania. Third, the Nor- 
wegian language had been translated into 
the simplest, and therefore effective English. 
The silence of complete engrossment was on 
the house when Peer disputed with an imagi- 
nary Saint Peter over the questiva of admit- 
ting his mother. Nor did it seem irreverent, 
but awesomely impressive, when he turned 
from Peter and said: 
Ah, here comes God Almighty!” 
Then Peer bowed low three times, as 
though God had given entrance to his moth- 
and she lay dead on the bed. Not for 
Promiscuous audiences, ‘though, is “ Peer 


Gyat.”

She declares that in the fields she has heard the com- 
mon field mice imitate beautifully the notes of the 
English skylark, which probably is the most wonder- 
ful of all the feathered singers. 

However, no kind of mice among the 182 varie- 
ties—acknowledged varieties—can compare either mu- 
sically or intellectually with the common house mice. 

Further than that, according to Mrs. Schloesser, 
the really good singers among house mice are those 
eaptured in the homes of families that love music, or 
in homes where birds are kept. She never. has found 
a singer in any savage hut. She believes—or at least 
has a theory—that generations of association with 
musically inclined people has developed the love of 
music in the mice and made them singers.

Will imitate Ways of Men. 

And that brings forward her weirdest. theory in 
regard to her pets. She declares that the mouse, more 
than any other animal, imitates and learns from 
association with men. In ten years of constant mouse 
study of her pets she has learned that a family may be 
judged by the traits and habits of the mice that live 
in its house. 

On one occasion she purchased a cage full of 
peculiar mice. They were a little smaller and stockier 
than the common house mouse, with white feet that 
marked them as a variation of the white footed 
mouse. After weeks of studying these pets in a sepa- 
rate cage she discovered that they had eaten one of 
their number. She kept them separate, for she soon 
discovered that when other mice were turned loose in 
the cage with them they set upon the strangers, killed, 
and ate them. 

These mice, she says, were brought from the upper 
Congo region and were captured by a Portuguese 
collector in a hut. The natives were Monbuttus— 
notorious cannibals—and she declares her belief that 
the mice learned cannibalism from association with

beautifully carved silver and ivory ornaments, are 
brought out and dance in public. : 

The dancing costume consists of short white cot- 
ton skirts, draped with palm leaves, and from the 
edges of the skirt are suspended thin pieces. of iron 
that jangle musically as the girls dance.

to the music of the sehgureh, a small gourd with a 
‘long neck covered with beads strung on threads, which

The clubwomen of Sierra Leone are resource- 
ful.

W. R. Boelter of Worcester, England, 
has introduced to pet lovers the idea of 
keeping bees and ants in cages, instead 
of birds or white mice, and he has de- 


vised cages that enable these remarkable 


insects to proceed with their usual vo- 
cations without disturbance, and their human speé¢ta- 
tors to gase upon their fascinating operations without 
running risk of being either bitten or stung. 

The notion for his unique pet scheme occurred to 
him when séeing a nést of ants exhibited by a travel- 
ing showman at a penny a giance. And he did not al- 
low the matter to drop, until, after some close thinking 
and painstaking planning. he finally perfected a gue- 
cessful device for bee and ant parlor dwelling places. 

The ant cage consists of two sheets of glass placed 
close together, but kept from actual contact by slips 
of glass cemented around the edges between the two 
and separating them. The making of the cage ie far 
easier than to find ants to fill it. When an ants’ gest 
is found in wood of field the top glass of the cage is 
removed, ahd a number of ants, together with a quan- 
tity of soll, are dispatched into the shallow glass 
trough. The queen ant, who is much larger than her 


subjects, must be included in the colony, and the top | 


glass is then put on and clamped in place.

Ants are not accustomed to so much light in theirs 


dwellings as this arrangement produces, but, by being 
covered all the time when not undef immediate obger- 
vation they do not find their comfort materially af- 
‘fected by their enforced sojourn in sun pafiors. It is 
said that they can live in héalth, and prosperity, and 
happiness for an indefinite number of years in their 
little glass city.

Cheap Food and Lodging. 

One of the advantages of pet aiits ig the slight 
care they require. Once a month during April, May, 
and the summer months through until September the 
cage should be tilted, the plug of cotton wool which 
bars the only exit to the outer world should be re- 
moved, and about a teaspoonful e water poured into 
the nest. Afterwards a little honey should be inserted 
into the doorway, and the cotton plug replaced. Witn 
this small monthly food and water supply through the 
summer, the little fellows who lead the simple life find 
every need supplied. In winter they need nothing at 
all, for the cold weather is a chill on their activities. 
They do as little as need be and sleep as much as may 
be, storing energy for their summer’s toils and enter 
prises. | 

During their busy season all their operations are 
interesting, because these infinitesimal animals are 
fascinatingly intelligent and industrious, cleanly and 
orderly, and of all their interesting doings noné is 
more ingenious than their building of their dwellings. 
When they have decided to add a story to their house 
they scatter themselves abroad, and with extreme 
activity e fragments of earth between their mandi- 
bles and place them on the summit gf the dwelling. 
After some time the result of this mi¢foscopical work 
appears. The ancient roof strengthéned by all this 
material becomes a thick terrace which the insects 
first cover evenly. The earth was brought in gtain 
by grain, and so is soft and easy to dig. : 

The construction of the new story begins at first 
by the hollowing out of a number of trenches. The 
ants scrape away in places the terraces they have just 
made. They thus diminish the thickness of the layer 
at the spots where rooms, corridors, etc, are ta be 
formed, and, with the material thus obtained, they 
form walls, partitions, and pillars. Soon the entire 
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two ledges which are made facing each other on the 
tops of the two partitions. These prominences, formed 
of materials glued together by saliva, are enlarged by 
additions to their free edges. They advance to meet 
sach other, and soon join; it is marvelous to see each 
little insect, following its own initiative, profit by 
every twig or fragment capable of bearing any weight, 
in order to enlarge the overhanging ledges.

Bees Most Hygienic of All Creatures. 
With all their labors the ants are wonderfully 
tidy, and among the neatest of creatures in their per- 
sonal habits. They issue from their burrows after the 
most active digging, even when the earth is damp, 
without being perceptibly soiled. Such minute par- 
ticles of dust as cling to the body frequently are re- 


* 
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moved. Indeed, the whole body is cleansed frequently 
and thoroughly, a duty which is habitually, almost in- 
variably, attended to after dinner and after sleeping. 
In this process the ants help each other, and present a 
fascinating prospect to the spectator. 

But of all animals that expend industry on domes- 
tic hygiene, bees rank in the first line. Mr. Boelter 
keeps his bees in a Small observation hive, which is 
stood on a table in the drawing room or library. Since 
bees must have daily liberty through the summer, and 
since it would be far from agreeable for them to use 
their master’s doors, the entrance to their home is 
connected by a tube with a one inch hole in the near- 
est window sash. Through this tube the bees sally 
forth merrily to their labors, and merrily return, car- 
rying their sheaves with them, all laden with honey. 
And.when they store away their treasure their master 
can study the entire process; observe all the details of 


bet life, and yet be immune from stinging. 


They are scrupulously careful about the daintiness 
of their dwelling. They remove with pains and throw 
outside dust, mud, and sawdust which me be found 
there. And they are most: particular always to have 
fresh air and good ventilation. In a hive full of active 
bees the heat rises considerably and thé air is vitiated, 
so a service for aeration is ofganized. Bees, ranged in 
files, one above another, in the interior, agitate their 
wings with a feverish movement; this movement 
causes a current of air which can be felt by holding 
the hand before the opening of the hive. When the

University of California Professor Finds Proof 
That Beasts of the Fields Are Men's Real Kin.
